The drop in the number of 
workers employed by manufac- 
turing firms was even larger. 
The total fell from 158,092 in 
1954 to 137,818 four years later, 
a decline of 12.8 per cent. 

The downward trend in the 


growth experienced by St. Louis 
county, reflecting the increasing 
importance of suburban areas 
as new business centers. 

Sharp Rise in County. 

The number of manufacturing 
establishments located in the 
county climbed by 13.4 per cent 
in the four-year period, rising 
from 419 to 475. 

This rate was far outstripped 
by the gain in workers employed 
in county factories. The total 
ir 1958 was 48,157, a rise of 35 
per cent over the level of 35,678 
listed by the bureau’s census in 
1954. 

In its preliminary report, the 
Commerce Department made no 
attempt to analyze the meaning 
of the shifts in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county or to determine the 
reasons for the changes.

St. Louis’s performance lagged 
substantially behind that of 
3 asepenpe however. The Census 
‘Bureau reported that the number 
lof maffufacturing industries lo- 
cated in the state rose from 
6198 in 1954 to 6447 in 1958, a 
gain of 4 per cent. 

The number of factory work- 
| ers in the state dropped from 
| 382,430 to 380,749 in the same 
period. That was a decline of 
| only four-tenths of one per cent. 

Manufacturing industries in 
St. Louis showed gains over 1954 
in size of payroll, capital ex- 
penditures and the value added 
‘to products through the manu- 
facturing process. None of the 
increases equalled the state 
average. St. Louis county, or 
| the other hand, far exceeded the 
state level. 

Manufacturing payrolls in the 
state rose 17 per cent between 
1954. In St. Louis the increase 
was Only 2.8 per cent, while in 
'the county it was 63.7 per cent.

Crawled Into Auto. 


The woman was reported miss- 
ing after she failed to meet her 
husband in downtown Miami last 
night. Conyers said the youth 
admitted crawling into Mrs. 


Selby’s car in a parking lot as 
she awaited her husband. 
‘He said he told her to get 
out, that he wanted the car, but | 
she wouldn’t get ont,’ Conyers | 

said. 

“He said he tried to let her | 
out a couple of times on the way 
up here, but she refused even 
when he pointed a gun at her.” 

Conyers said the .youth told 
him Mrs. Selby hit him with a 
hammer when he ordered her 
out of the car near Jupiter, and 
he shot and beat her to death. 
He tried to drive on, but could 
not get the car started, Conyers | 
added. 

Glen Mayo, Jupiter police | 
chief, found Mrs. Selby’s car 
parked on a little-traveled road. 
She had been dragged about 25 
feet into the woods and her dog 
was standing over the body. 

At the time, officers were | 
scouring the area for a prowler 
who had entered the Ray Boales 
home shortly before midnight. 
Sheriff John F. Kirk said Whit- 
ney had washed blood from his | 
hands in the Boales bathroom 
while two terrified girls lay fear- 
fully in their beds. 

Boales called police, who be- 
gan an intensive search that led | 
to Whitney’s arrest hours later. 
Kirk said Whitney came to Flor- 
ida 10 days ago. Los Angeles 
police said they had no record | 
of arrests in that city.

Most Latins Loved It— 
Student Demonstrations 
in Montevideo Were Met 
by Faulty Police Work.

THOSE ANTI-AMERICAN dem- 
onstrations in Uruguay, which Pres- 
ident Eisenhower dismissed as 
‘‘merely a passing incident,’’ none- 
theless can provide a lesson for the 
future, as the President prepares 
to return from his two-week South 
American tour. 


Clearly the disturbances Wednesday were 
the work of a small, misdirected and some- 
what scatter-brained minority. Far more 
representative of South American opinion 
were the cheering and clapping crowds 
that turned out because they admired Mr. 
Eisenhower as a World War II hero, 
thrilled to his gesture of inter-American 
friendship or were just curious. 


The left-wing and ultra-nationalist stu- 
dents who jeered at the President chose 
the Cuban revolution of Premier Fidel 
Castro as their symbol of anti-Americanism, 
attempting to set up Castro and President 
Eisenhower as the good being persecuted 
by the bad. They overlooked the fact that 
the United States has observed completely 
the principle of non-intervention in Cuba’s 
affairs and has exercised great restraint 
in the face of strong provocation. 


WHEN THE PRESIDENT of the United 
States gets a painful whiff of tear gas, 
however, and when a rioting mob chants 
“Fidel si, Ike, no,” the news is bound to 
overshadow the more general response to 
the presidential visit. 


A very specific lesson to be learned from 
this “‘passing incident’ relates to the ques- 
tion of how to deal with disturbance and 
criticism encountered on a_ presidential 
tour. 


At Montevideo, veteran Secret Service 
men were appalled at what they consi- 
dered inexcusably bad police work. “If 
they’d just let those students yell and 
fly their banners instead of charging in 
with tear gas and fire hoses, none of 
this would have happened,” said one 
student. The President, incidentally, 
would not have caught the stinging whiff 
of gas either, since the fumes came from 
shells fired by soldiers just before the 
presidential motorcade passed. 


It was significant that later the same 
day, when a student anti-American meet- 
ing was being stirred up into a moderate 
sized riot, one of the ringleaders thanked 
the troops for using tear gas, since it 
helped make the meeting a success. 


Advance preparations for such a trip 
should include plans for handling outbreaks 
in such a way as to quiet them down rath- 
er than build them up. In Rio de Janeiro 
plain off freedom of speech proved itself 
the best solution. When the motorcade 
passed a similar student demonstration, 
theye was no effort to suppress it and 
there was no further trouble. In Chile, po- 
lice ripped down anti-American and pro- 
Castro banners, but they did so without re- 
sort to tear gas and fire hoses. 


There were clear indications of trouble in 
Montevideo. The night before Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s arrival, students distributed leaf- 
lets saying “The people will not be bought, 
Senor Eisenhower.” Last September the 
same student groups had demonstrated 
against Andre Malraux, President Charles 
De Gaulle’s Cultural Affairs Minister, on 
behalf of ‘‘Free Algeria.’ 


Ironically, Major John Eisenhower, the 
President’s son and special aid, was in 
charge of advance arrangements at Uru- 
guay, where the only serious trouble oc- 
curred, 


At Santiago, President Eisenhower de- 
monstrated a technique of his own for deal- 
ing with criticism. The. circumstances were 
different—instead of jeering and waving 
banners the students wrote him a cour- 
teous though critical letter. Mr. Ejisen- 
hower shot from the hip after a brief 
glance at the long critique of United States 
policies and publicly advised them to check 
their facts before they began complaining 
about Uncle Sam. 

Later the same day he made public a 
letter he had sent to the students conced- 
ing that some of their criticisms had merit 
but telling them they were misinformed on 
cthers. His letter matched theirs in cordial 
toxe and promised them a detailed analy- 
sis later of the points they had made. 


Mk. EISENHOWER’S decisive action in 
Chile suggests a more fundamental lesson 
‘ be learned from the trouble at Monte- 
v, ¥e0: concerning the formula for Mr. Eis- 
enhower’s triumphal tours of underdevel- 
oped countries. The formula has been spec- 
tacularly successful to date. 


It has amounted to a new version of the 
old operation of “showing the flag” in 
foreign lands, now especially adapted to 
Mr.’ Eisenhower’s knack of demonstrating 
generalized honesty and good will. 


® 
Last December, on the Asian-African-Eu- 
ropean trip, and again on the South Ameri- 
can trip, there could-be no doubt that each 
presidential appearance was an exciting 
spectacle. 


As showmanship, these appearances 
have been superb. Even to persons who 
have seen it again and again, the sight 
of the President’s orange-nosed jet plane, 
or his silver Columbine, circling for a 
landing at a flag-decked airport, with of- 
ficials waiting in line and soldiers at at- 
Wntion, can be a thrilling experience. The 

. 
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plane slows to a-halt, the door opens re- 
vealing the presidential seal, the ramp is 
rolled up to the plane, a sergeant looks 
out to see that all is well, and then the 
President appears at the doorway and 
steps down to meet waiting officials. 


He shakes hands as guns slowly boom 
their salute twenty-one times. Then he 
faces the crowd jammed against guard 
ropes and hanging from balconies of the 
terminal building and raises both arms in 
his famous victory salute. There is an 
answering roar of cheering and applause. 
He and the host president step forward to 
meet each other on a red carpet. 


When a military band begins the “Star 
Spangled Banner” and then the anthem of 
the host country, he stands stiffly and 
solemnly at attention as only an old sol- 
dier could. Finally there comes the short 
speech of greeting and the ride into the 
city, either by United States Marine heli- 
copter or by motorcade in an open limou- 
sine or bubble-top automobile flown in for 
the purpose, with the President alternately 
waving and giving his two-armed salute as 
spectators beam, applaud, cheer and throw 
flowers at his automobile. 


The mere spectacle of this ceremony, 
presenting this dramatic and admired 
American image, has had powerful effect 
in Rome, Ankara, Karachi, Kabul, New 
Delhi, Tehran, Athens and Tunis as well 
as Rio de Janeiro, Brasilia, Sao Paulo, 
Buenos Aires, Mar del Plata, Bariloche, 
Santiago and Montevideo. 


But it must be added that sour notes 
developed on this last trip. For all the 
State Department and White House policy 
experts in the presidential party and the 
extensive opportunity for detailed briefings, 
Mr. Eisenhower expressed ignorance of 
some of the best known facts about United 
States-Latin American relations. 


HE SAID he was amazed that sophisti- 
cated Latin Americans believe that other 
allies get the lion’s share of foreign aid and 
that the United States favors dictators. 
These are among the best-known difficul- 
ties with which American policy makers 
must cope. 

In Santiago, furthermore, President Jorge 
Alessandri told reporters that when he 
brought up the crucial problem of Chile’s 
copper exports to the United States Mr. 
Eisenhower told him he was not sufficiently 
informed on the matter to discuss details. 


Circumstances of the South American 
trip indicate, moreover, that showman- 
ship was the main object and that sub- 
stance was deliberately avoided. State 
Department officials stayed in the back- 
ground. It was the White House that did 
the talking. President Eisenhower car- 
ried a generalized message of peace and 
good will, with recurrent advice that the 
United States helps those that help them- 
selves. 


But when it came to answering touchy 
questions about Fidel Castro, Communist 
influence in Latin America or the Caryl 
Chessman case, it was the White House 
spokesman rather than any State Depart- 
ment official who made the response. 


Some officials of the host governments 
as well as some members of the ofiicial 
party say they would like to see more sub- 
stance along with the showmanship, Per- 
haps, too, the time has come for more 
visits to neutralist countries and to some 
where there is mixed opinion of the United 
States. The President’s powerful personal 
appeal then could be directed at knottier 
problems than solidifying friendships al- 
ready assured. 

As the trip ended, Mr. Eisenhower, in an 
address to the Caribbean Assembly here in 
Puerto Rico, declared he did not think it 
would be useful for the United States to 
project a ‘‘master plan” for the economic 
development of Latin America. The United 
States might, he said, foster such develop- 
ment ‘“‘within the limits of practical capa- 
bilities.” The President was most em- 
phatic in praising the principles of non- 
intervention, mutual respect, juridical 
equality and the rule of law, in relations 
between the United States and Latin 
America. *

An Increasing 


Liability 


Original Purpose Was to Give Voters a Voice in 
Selection of Party Candidates — Not All States 
Hold Vote — Importance Declining.

WASHINGTON, March 5. 


THE DECISION this week of Senator John F. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts not to enter a public contest against Gov. Edmund G. “Pat’’ 
Brown for California’s delegates to the Democratic National Convention 
dramatized the increasing liabilities of presidential preference primaries. 


On the other side of the political ledger, 
the announcement by Oregon’s Secretary 
of State of six Democratic and two Repub- 
lican possible presidential candidates for 
that state’s free-for-all pre-convention poll 
illustrated some of the assets of the pri- 


mary system. The Oregon procedure will 
determine who are not active candidates, 
notably Republican Gov. Nelson A Rocke- 
feller of New York and former Democratic 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois. It will 
also give some idea of the popular strength 
of the others. 


The original purpose of primaries was 
to give the voters a direct voice and ul- 
timately the final choice in selecting the 
presidential nominee of each party. It 
was an attempt, initiated in 1905 by the 
elder Robert M. La Follette of Wisconsin, 
to deprive the party bosses of their 
power to name their own man, The pref- 
erential primary was part of the Progres- 
sive movement which brought about the 
direct election of Senators, and the en- 
actment in some states of laws for re- 
call of public officials by popular vote 
and for tests of legislation by initiative 
and referendum. 


President Woodrow Wilson, in his first 
annual message to Congress in 1913, rec- 
ommended legislation to put the nomination 
of presidential candidates up to the voters, 
leaving to the national conventions only 
the formality of voting, something like the 
electoral college, on the top state winners 
and of writing the party platform. 


Congress did not act on this proposal 
but by 1916 half the states had enacted 
some of the features of the primary sys- 
tem. Since then, its importance has de- 
clined. 


The pre-convention campaigns of the an- 
nounced and unannounced candidates of 
both parties show waning influence of pri- 
maries. On Tuesday, only Democrat Ken- 
nedy and Republican Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon will be the seriously con- 
sidered candidates in the New Hampshire 
contest, once considered tactically im- 
portant. 


SENATOR Hubert H. Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, the only other avowed Democratic 


candidate—if Senator Wayne Morse of Ore-. 


gon is disregarded as a major contender— 
declined to go to the mat with Kennedy in 
New Hampshire because of certain defeat. 
Rockefeller announced he was not a candi- 
date in January when it was clear to him 
that he could not defeat Nixon in any im- 
portant primary, New Hampshire included. 

Kennedy and Humphrey will battle it out 
in Wisconsin and West Virginia, and both 
will be in the Oregon battle royal with Sen- 
ators Stuart Symington of Missouri, Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas and Morse. Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee, who was on the 
Secretary of State’s list, has sent an affi- 
davit withdrawing his name, and Stevenson, 
now in South America, is expected to do 


the same. 


Rockefeller asked by telegraph 
that his name be withdrawn. 


Kennedy is basing most of his campaign 
on primaries, He is also entered or will 
enter contests in Nebraska, Indiana and 
Maryland. He will be the beneficiary of 
the Ohio contest because Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle is heading a slate pledged to him. 
He has challenged the other declared and 
undeclared candidates to meet him in 
these popularity measurements and has 
said he will file in California and Florida 
if one or more of the other bona fide 
candidates do. He particularly would 
like to have competition from Symington 
in Nebraska and Indiana. 


Symington, an active but formally un- 
avowed aspirant, has rejected the chal- 
lenge, explaining that primaries have lost 
their significance and that he has neither 
the time nor the money required for such 
campaigns. Johnson, also formally reticent 
about his candidacy, says his duties as 
Senate Majority Leader prevent long ab- 
sences from Washington. 

By his front running position, Kennedy 
has proved the propaganda value of pri- 
maries. His rivals, except Humphrey, have 
been fearful of the gamble the system pre- 
sents. History has demonstrated that de- 
feat in a primary can break a candidate, 
as proved by Wendell L. Willkie’s loss to 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey in the 1944 Wis- 
consin primary and Dewey’s victory over 
Harold E. Stassen in Oregon in 1948, main- 
ly as the result of Stassen’s poor perform- 
ance in a radio debate. 

This year the several governors have 
fouled up the Democratic primaries by 
keeping Kennedy, Humphrey and others 
out of their states. Kennedy, backed by his 
own polls, made deals with DiSalle in Ohio 
and Gov. J. Millard Tawes in Maryland. 
He was unable to make similar arrange- 
ments with Governors Leroy Collins of 
Florida, who has selected Senator George 
A. Smathers as that state’s favorite son; 
David Lawrence of Pennsylvania; Robert 
B. Meyner of New Jersey, and Brown of 
California. 

The California situation is. typical of the 
complexities and dangers of state pri- 
maries. Brown has latent presidential and 
vice presidential ambitions as well as an 
active desire to be a power at the Los 
Angeles convention in which his state will 
cast 81 votes. Meyner and Collins are sim- 
ilarly motivated, with the vice presidential 
nomination at the back of their minds. 

The governors, especially Brown, fear 
that a presidential primary would create 
warring factions within their states which 
would endanger the party’s chances in the 
November elections.

portant that the West come in with all 
prior rights clearly established. This is 


true particularly of Berlin, where the effort 
from the Soviet side is to make it seem 
that proposals put forward at the end of 
the foreign ministers meeting in Geneva 
last summer represent a beginning stand 
for the Paris meeting. 


Then, too, in Washington, ‘influential 
figures both in and out of government 
not only oppose the idea of any summit 
meeting, but they are obsessed with the 
fear that the West—specifically the United 
States and Britain—will make disastrous 
concessions. Therefore, they are only 
too happy to spread the word that Allied 
planes will fly the corrider to Berlin at 
altitudes above 10,000 feet, although the 
decision has not finally been taken. This 
is both a chip-on-the-shoulder gesture and 
evidence of a determination to insist on 
all means of access between West Ger- 
many and West Berlin. 


On top of this, the fierce debate over 
America’s defenses versus Soviet power 
helps to charge the atmosphere. The critics 
of Administration policy who believe Ameri- 
ca has fallen into second place militarily, 
feel that the public must be aroused to 
the danger. 

Yet for all the trumpets of doom begin- 
ning to sound, the view of those with the 
fullest knowledge and experience in the 
field of Soviet-United States relations is 
that the danger is neither greater nor less 
than it has been. The Soviet position, that 
sooner or later a separate peat®é treaty 
with East Germany will be signed if the 
Western powers fail to agree, has not been 
altered by anything that Premier Khrush- 
chev said on his Asian tour. 


ABOVE ALL, in this calm and relatively 
objective view, is the fact of President 
Eisenhower’s visit to Moscow on June 10. 
Reports to the State Department already 
indicate that he will be given perhaps the 
greatest reception in his entire career. 
And the belief of those who should know 
is that, in large part, this will be a spon- 
taneous outpouring exceeding even what 
the Kremlin might desire. 


The Soviet public is not only aware of the 
forthcoming visit but, according to valid 
evidence, is eagerly anticipating it. Can- 
cellation would be hard to explain away 
even in a country where the propaganda 
lever can be switched from A to Z over- 
night. 


The President, rarely if ever directly 
attacked in the Soviet press, occupies a 
unique place. One of the architects of 
victory in World War Il, he was widely 
acclaimed when he visited the Soviet 
Union at the end of the war. Almost al- 
ways identified as a man of peace—de- 
spite the intrigues, in the propaganda 
view, of those close to him who would 
frustrate his best efforts—he comes close 
to being a symbol of hope for the Russian 
people. Khrushchev would upset all this 
by a rough, tough attitude in Paris, but 
the guess is he will not. 


For the longer views however, the peril 
is what it has been, except that today it 
is somewhat more acute. That peril is not 
so much in the absolutes with which it is 
usually raised—the Russian readiness to 
push the button for a war of obliteration. 


The danger is in a miscalculation at a 
peril point and it is greater if only be- 
cause of growing Soviet confidence of 
their military superiority. Iran is one 
such trouble point. The Soviets have long 
been uneasy over the West’s position in 
that country with an extensive border 
with Russia. Given an internal explosion 
in Iran, the Russians might decide to in- 
tervene with fateful consequences. 


But all the signs as of now indicate noth- 
ing like this will be engineered before the 
summit conference. At Paris, the Soviets 
will press as hard as they can for their 
view of the two Germanys and a separate 
peace. But they will stop short, at least 
until after the President has come to Mos- 
cow and gone again, of carrying out what 
they have so often threatened. At the very 
least in his triumphal tour of the Soviet 
Union, the President will have put off for 
his successor the problem of Berlin and 
the two Germanys. 


With respect to the immediate hazards, 
insofar as can be determined, no hard 
and fast decision has been taken to fly 
planes of the three Western powers at 
levels above 10,000 feet. This may event-

ually be done to certify the right that it 


is permissible under the four-power 
agreement for the occupation of Berlin. 
But despite inspired reports, the final 
decision has not been taken, the Post- 
Dispatch has learned. 


If this step is taken, the protests from 
Moscow and the puppet government of East 
Germany will certainly be loud. A year 
ago, when announced flights above the 
10,000 foot ceiling were sent in and out, 
American planes were buzzed. This could 
happen again, but it is considered unlikely 
that any Allied plane will be brought down 
by such incidents, since this would arouse 
such indignation in the West as to jeopar- 
dize a summit conference. 


THE ASSUMPTION of the experts with 
many, many years of experience in Soviet- 
American relations is that Khrushchev 
wants an interlude of peace in which to 
build up the consumers goods industry. He 
wants this on his own terms which include, 
above all, a settlement of the German 
question in accord with Russian dictates. 
Ideological views to one side, there is a 
genuine fear in the Soviet Union of a Ger- 
many rearmed with nuclear weapons, 


However boastful Soviet spokesmen may 
be—and they do not hesitate to say private- 
ly that they can wipe out every American 
base in a quarter of an hour—it is above 
all the fear that those Germans who are 
continually branded as revanchists and neo- 
Fascists will start World War.IIl. As a 
reality, this fear, propaganda reverbera- 
tions to one side, must be taken into ac- 
count. On the propaganda side, it is a 
warning that can be sounded with great 
effectiveness in Eastern Europe and with 
no little impact in Western Europe as well, 


The villain of the piece for the Soviets 
is Western Germany’s Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer, His visit here ten days from 
now, on his way to Japan, will be 
heralded as an attempt to dictate Ameri- 
can policy on Germany. The United 
States will be pictured in the Soviet at- 


tack as knuckling under to the demands 
of Adenauer. 


In the aftermath of the Ejisenhower- 
Khrushchev talks at Camp David, the 
President’s retreat in the Catoctin moun- 
tains near Washington, the future position 
of Berlin was left ambiguous. The follow- 
ing day, President Eisenhower said that 
Khrushchev had agreed to withdraw. any 
time limit for a settlement of the Berlin 
issue. But at the same time he said they 
had agreed that the discussion would not 
be unduly prolonged. Shortly afterward, in 
Moscow, Khrushchev in. effect confirmed 
this agreement. 


At a press conference before he left In- 
donesia at the conclusion of his recent 
Asian tour, Khrushchev was asked the in- 
evitable question about the future status of 
the city that is deep inside Communist East 
Germany. According to the Associated 
Press, he replied that if the matter were 
not settled to his satisfaction at the sum- 
mit conference he would sign a separate 
peace treaty with the Communist regime 
in East Berlin. 

“The question of Berlin is one of eliminat- 
ing vestiges of World War II,” he said. 
“We cannot talk about peace without 
eliminating these vestiges.” 

But in the version carried by Reuter’s 
and Tass, the official Soviet news agency, 
he did not link his threat with a possible 
failure at the Paris conference. State De- 
partment officials who accept the latter 
version believe the same ambiguity pre- 
vails—there is no limit on an accord and 
yet the talks must not be limitless. And 
they do not think that Khrushchev will 
react to failure in Paris by carrymg out 
his threat, since almost certainly this would 
cancel the Eisenhower visit due to begin 
June 10. 

No one, however, ruies out the possibility 
that before the May 16 meeting opens the 
master of the Kremlin may go the whole 
way and threaten to move immediately if 
he does not prevail in Paris. This vould 
be the ultimate in the hammer and the 
thumb technique. 


The announcement by NATO of a strik- 
ing force equipped with nuclear weapons 
made up of Britain, France and the United 
States, will almost certainly meet with a 
comparable declaration of new strength 
from the Soviet bloc. Communist spokes- 
men have repeatedly intimated that if nu- 
clear arms are given by the United States 
to America’s allies then the Soviet Union 
will feel compelled to follow suit. 


This is the kind of atmosphere that can 
be anticipated in the weeks ahead. It is 
scarcely conducive to calm consideration 
of the problems of peace and disarmament 
and out of it may come an explosion that 
could destroy the carefully nurtured hopes 
of the Eisenhower Administration. But the 
best guess in Washington is that this will 
not happen.

All but Wipe Out Reprisal Force 


Figures Point Up Deterrent Gap—lIt 
Will Continue Because of U.S. Fail- 
ure to Understand ‘Racket of Num- 
bers’ in Defense Planning.

WASHINGTON, March 5. 
VALID COMPUTATIONS of the effectiveness of long-range 
missiles show that theoretically 95 per cent of the Strategic Air 
Command can be wiped out on its bases—if there is no warning— 
with 300 ballistic missiles, half of intercontinental and half of 
medium range. Another 150 missiles can destroy the most im- 


portant air defense control centers, interceptor bases and defense | 


installations.

It is obvious that if an oppo- 
nent had this number of mis- 
siles, there would exist a missile 
gap, which would also be a “‘de- 
terrent gap,”’ since the United 
States strategic retaliatory force 
on “‘soft’’ bases could be almost 
wiped out in a surprise attack. 

Intelligence agencies do not 
deny that the Soviet Union has 
more than enough medium and 
intermediate range missiles to 
destroy a large percentage of 
the retaliatory forces of any 
kind, both our own and Allied, 
based overseas. 


THE MAJOR DEBATE has 
centered on the number of inter- 
continental missiles that may be 
on launchers today, a year from 
now and farther into the future. 
The official intelligence  esti- 
mates say the Soviet missile 
force will have 35 I.C.B.M.s on 
launchers by this June and from 
140 to 200 a year later. 

Such estimates do not pretend 
to be exact. The inherent Ameri- 
can distrust of Soviet capabili- 
ties and announced accomplish- 
ments influences the evaluation 
of such intelligence as may be 
obtained. The estimates are cer- 
tain to be on the low side, ac- 
cepting nothing as possible un- 
less it is backed by “positive” 
evidence. 

Since Soviet I.C.B.M.s have 
been in series production for 
more than a year, it is possible 
that 200 intercontinental missiles 
are on launchers and ready to 
use today. 

This is the worst case, but the 
worst case is the one that must 
be prepared for. If the worst is 
a fact, it means that right now 
the Soviet Union has the theoret- 
ical capability of destroying 95 
per cent of the United States 
and Allied strategic nuclear 
forces, as well as a major part 
of the air defense complex. 


ANOTHER FACTOR, Soviet 
missile-launching submarines, 
should be introduced. These can 
be assigned targets within a few 
hundred miles of the coasts and 
to that extent reduce the num- 
ber of intercontinental missiles 
needed.

KRUPP SAYS AGAIN HIS FIRM 
WILL MAKE NO MORE ARMS 


ESSEN, Germany, March 5 
(AP)—Former German muni- 
tions king Alfred Krupp said 
again today that his giant con- 
cern would not make arms again 
but might produce certain mili- 
tary equipment for the North 
Atlantic Treaty organization. 


Among the Krupp products he 
wants to sell to NATO are mobile 
water purification units and steel 
masts for setting up antennas 
he said. But the guns, tanks and 
ammunition that the Krupp’s 
produced for the Nazis are out. 


Krupp told a ceremony to 
honor old employes of Germany’s 
biggest steel concern, the firm 
had registered a record turn- 
over of 4,370,000,000 marks 
($1,040,500,000) in 1959. Exports 
amounted to 677,000,000 marks 
($161,190,000) said Krupp. He 
did not mention net profit.

Many students will take ad- | 
vantage of loans available under 
the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958. Eligible students may |

financial reasons and therefore 
not getting all they should out of 
college,’’ Babbidge declared. 


In 1956, about 750 colleges and 


fice of Education that they had 
turned down 70,000 needy, capa- 
ble applicants for scholarships. 
These same institutions already 
had awarded 240,000 scholarships 
that year; then the money ran 
out, 

Tuition and other required fees 
in American colleges and univer- 
sities increased by almost 90 
per cent in the 15 years prior 
to 1954-55. They went up another 
10 per cent during each of the 
two following years. The rise 
is now estimated at between 5 
and 10 per cent a year, far more 
than the increase in the cost of 
living. 

Living costs—room and board 
—account for a greater portion 
of the total cost of a college edu- 
cation than tuition. Living costs, 
also, have risen steeply. 


A study of sources of student 
income in 1952-53 showed that 
only 4.8 per cent of the money 
which a student needed to attend 
college came from scholarships. 
By comparison, parents put up 
38.5 per cent of the money, 20 
per cent came from savings, 17 
per cent from earnings during 
the school year and 9.3 per cent 
from summer earnings. 


The growth of privately- 
financed student aid programs 
has been encouraging. The Na- 
tional Merit Scholarships, fi- 
nanced by the Ford Foundation, 
the Carnegie Corporation. and 
private industry, are considered 
the largest independently sup- 
ported scholarship effort ever 
undertaken in the United States. 


THEN THERE are the West- 
inghouse science scholarships, the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Women scholarships, the 
National Science Foundation fel- 
lowships, the National Honor So- 
ciety scholarships, graduate fel- 
lowship under the National De- 
fense Education Act, Ford 
Foundation fellowships, Woodrow 
Wilson national fellowships and 
graduate fellowships under the 
Fulbright Act, to mention only 
a few. 

In the 1955-56 school year, 
American colleges and universi- 
ties made available $207,000,000 
in aid to undergraduate and 
graduate students, including 
scholarships, fellowships, loans 
and student employment. Har- 
vard University, for instance, 
grants more than $1,000,000 in 
scholarships to about 1200 under- 
graduates each year.

MANY OF THOSE, besides

The focal point of all the com- 
promise thinking is a stronger 
guarantee of voting rights for 
Negroes through court-appointed 
federal referees. and around this 
key provision are clustered 
three other proposals which 
make up the minimal package 
which could find great favor in 
senate, as well as_ the 
House. These would: 

1. Preserve voting records 
for two or three years to en- 
able federal investigators 
more effectively to check 
abuses by local registrars of 
the suffrage of Negroes. 

2. Provide heavy fines and 
imprisonment for ‘“‘hate-bomb- 
ers’ and the like who flee 
across a state line to escape 
prosecution for incendiarism 
and other destruction at school 
buildings or places of worship. 

3. Authorize the Govern- 
ment to provide free schooling 
for children of service men in 
areas where public schools 
are closed because of disputes 
over desegregation. 

As it stands, the skeleton of 
the Johnson compromise effort 
is stripped of most of the sinew 
of the all-inclusive bill advanced 
by the Administration, and simi- 
lar proposals submitted by Sena- 
tor Hubert Humphrey of Minne- 
sota and Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. of Missouri, Demo- 
crats. The Johnson approach is 
regarded, however, as merely a 
start, subject to amendment to 
the point where it will reach the 
level of atceptability to the ne- 
cessary number of Senators 
whose votes are required to im- 
pose a “‘gag”’ rule on filibuster- 
ers and send a bill down the 
road to passage. 


IT WILL TAKE ALL of John- 
son’s genius at compromise, his 
legislative skill and his off-the- 
floor political jujitsu to bring the 
divergent points of view into 
focus. 

This is especially true since 
Johnson’s obvious aim is to get 
a bill with a Democratic label 
and the aim of the Administra- 
tion and the leader of its Senate 
forces, Senator Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, is to press a 
G.O.P. imprint on any civil 
rights legislation. 

The outcome of this struggle 
could be decisive in the Novem- 
ber elections, with large blocs 
of voters in Northern cities dem- 
onstrating extraordinary interest 
in how far each party will go to 
eradicate racial discrimination 
in the South: 

Thus far, on paper, at least, 
the Republicans would appear to 
be out in front. The pending 
business before the Senate is the 
Administration’s omnibus pro- 
posal which deals not only with 
voting rights, election records, 
bombings and the schooling of 
children of service men, but 
goes farther. 

It provides a penalty of two 
years in prison and $10,000 fine 
for a person interfering forcibly 
with court-ordered or court-ap- 
proved school desegregation pro- 
grams. 

It also provides technical and 
financial assistance by the Fed- 
eral Government to communi- 
ties attempting to carry out 
school integration. 

It would indorse the Supreme 
Court’s 1954 school desegrega- 
tion decision, coupled with a di- 
rective to all states to comply 
with the decision as the law of 
the land. 

Finally, it would give statu- 
tory standing to the President’s 
committee for creating equal job 
opportunities for Negroes on 
jobs under Government contract. 
The committee, under the chair- 
manship of Vice President Nix- 
on, operates now under execu- 
tive authority only, 
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the Administration is enhanced, 
from the average voter’s stand- 
point, by the fact that all cur- 
rent attempts to kill off rights 
legislation are being carried out 
by Democrats—Southerners en- 
gaged in a round-the-clock fili- 
buster, which has come to be 
known as the Senate’s late, late 
show, 


Senator Dirksen has been un-

This is no assurance, however, 
that a break in the Republican 
ranks is not imminent. Dirksen, 
talking with reporters Thursday 
afternoon after he had presided 
over a caucus of the 35 G.O.P. 
Senators, conceded that there 
was dissatisfaction among some 
of his followers with various 
Administration proposals. One, 
he said, was the job opportunity 
section, to which there was ob- 
jection because it was ‘‘too much 
like the old FEPC,” 


THIS WAS A REFERENCE to 
the proposed Fair Employment 
Practices Commission for which 
President Truman waged a back- 
breaking fight only to be re- 
buffed by a coalition of Repub- 
licans and Southern Democrats. 

Dirksen also indicated that 
there was little enthusiasm for 
the proposal to give blanket in- 
dorsement to the Supreme Court 
decision on school desegregation. 
In this connection, it was re- 
called that many Republicans of 
conservative persuasion have 
been as blistering in the criti- 
cism of the high tribunal’s de- 
cisions in civil rights matters— 
relating to alleged subversives 
and their constitutional safe- 
guards—as any Southerner has 
been in his denunciation of the 
court for the school decision. 

One reported aspect of John- 
son’s compromise proposal to

Yesterday, a bi- 
partisan bloc on 13 liberal Sena- 
tors, headed by Senators Javits 
and Douglas, . introduced an 
amendment to give the Attorney 
General sweeping powers to ob- 
tain injunctions to enforce all 
civil rights. 

Senator Douglas and other 
Democratic liberals are also de- 
manding some other concessions, 
Specifically, at this time, they 
want a vote on an amendment 
to be submitted which would 
make federal aid available to 
communities desegregating their 
schools, whether the state liked 
it or not. Under the Administra- 
tion bill, such aid cannot be ad- 
vanced unless the state sanctions 
it. 

THEY ALSO WANT a vote on 
a provision, stricken from the 
1957 civil rights bill, giving the 
Attorney General authority to 
file suits to enforce the civil 
rights of any individual in any 
field in which they are impaired, 
such as transportation, public 
eating facilities and the like.

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Reading and Writing

LEONARD BERNSTEIN, thecon- 
ductor of the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra, enjoys a wider celebrity than 
any other musician of similar status in 
the United states. Through radio and 
television he has reached a national audi- 
ence that numbers into the millions; and 
being a successful composer for the 
popular theater he is a glamorous figure 
among people who have no traffic with 
the fine arts. Bernstein is also a good 
showman in any medium. 

No one should infer from Bernstein's 
manifold activities that he is deficient in 
musical scholarship. Everybody who talks 
or writes about music is likely to indulge 
in oversimplified explanations, and Bern- 
stein, who does a great deal of both, un- 
derstands quite well the limitations of 
words. Nevertheless, his lectures and 
articles indicate unmistakably a knowl- 
edge in depth of whatever subject he is 
expounding. 

In his book “The Joy of Music” he 

takes note of the difficulties besetting 
any attempt to describe music in words; 
but when he has almost convinced you 
that verbal analysis of music is futile he 
hits on a “happy medium” between the 
purely technical discussion and the flow- 
ery metaphors of the music appreciation 
racket and goes on from there. His 
method entails the use of factual and 
objective evidence—such as playing the 
notes or reproducing musical notation— 
together with extra-musical references 
which may be relevant. 
THOSE WHO HAVE heard him ana- 
lyze a Beethoven symphony on television 
will know what I mean. The written 
text is not so clear. Even the latter, 
however, should, at the very least, com- 
municate a feeling of enthusiasm to the 
reader. 


“The Joy of Music” is largely a com- 
pilation of his television lectures and 
articles published in magazines. In a 
dialogue on Beethoven he leads one— 
perhaps a little too arbitrarily—to the 
conclusion that Beethoven was not out- 
standingly gifted in melody, harmony, 
counterpoint or orchestration. Yet he was

THE THREE BOOKS listed above 
are a part of a great company of books 
about India; they are new. Many others, 
not quite so new, could be mentioned, 
particularly “Understanding India,” by 
Gaganvihari L. Mehta, the former Indian 
Ambassador in Washington, published in 
Bombay last year and not, regrettably, 
available in most American bookstores, 

Sheean’s book is impressionistic; it 
is not biography, really, or history. It 
is, however, both readable and knowledge- 
able. 

Brecher comes closer to writing biog- 
raphy. Certainly any future biographer 
will lean heavily on this volume. The 
many facts and references are well-in- 
dexed. 

Moraes, an Indian journalist, has tried 

to put the whole story of India inside the 
covers of a small book. He is a con- 
servative, not always sympathetic either 
with Gandhi or Nehru. 
THE THING most commonly said by 
Americans who know something about 
India, and Asia, is that if India fails in 
the effort to become a modern, moderately 
prosperous, politically democratic nation 
it will be a disaster for the West. Com- 
munist China will then become the ex- 
ample that the rest of Asia, and perhaps 
much of the rest of the world in Africa, 
the Middle East and even Latin America, 
may choose to follow, 

All this is, I suppose, true, though no 
one really knows. What is more certainly 
true is that if the plans for India being put 
forward by Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime 
Minister, are allowed to fail, some 
400,000,000 human beings will continue to 
live miserably and to die early, while 
some of the rest of us squabble over the 
issue of spending our economic surplus 
for a second, or third, automobile, or for 
more and better intercontinental ballistic 
missiles equipped with hydrogen bomb 
warheads. 

It may well be that Indian poverty is 
irrelevant to the facts of American eco- 
nomics or American military power; I am 
not sure that it is irrelevant to the facts of 
American morality, or that American 
morality is irrelevant to America’s future. 

How are we to concern ourselves with 
the unwashed millions of India, isolated 
in countless villages half a world away? 
I do not know; I only have a feeling we've 
got to. 

We must do so somehow because 

half a world away is not very far 
any more. And in the second place—but 
really in the first place+we must because 
Indians are our fellow human beings. We 
can’t know them all, of course, but we 
cen know Nehru, India’s leading citizen, 
fo*m these exceiient pooks about him. As 
we come to know him we come against 
a strange irony, at the outset: Nehru, as 
tme representative of the lowly, depressed 
millions of India, is himself no upstart 
proletarian, but a thrice-exalted aristo- 
crat—a Kashmiri Brahmin, a Harrow and 
Cambridge man and the pampered son 
of a very rich family. 
THIS WILL DO LITTLE to en- 
dear him to the sons of American de- 
mocracy; but if we read on we discover 
that Nehru is much more than a mere 
aristocrat. ‘He is, as it turns out, a figure 
familiar alike to Western, Christian tradi- 
tion and to the Ast@m, tradition of the 
Buddha. 

Nehru is the rich young man who has 
undergone a painful transformation—the 
great prince, the Buddha, wandering in the

forest; the rich young man of the Bible, 
learning humility.

He is a man of humility—and pride. He 
loves the mass of Indian people, and the 
Indian people love him; yet he often seems

THE LISTENER to the television 
show could get the point immediately. 
Without a knowledge of notation, how- 
ever, the reader of this book may not 
be able to follow it. Anyone who will 
take the trouble to pick out the notes 
of these sketches on the piano will be 
rewarded, I am sure. 


Bernstein’s analyses of jazz and the 
American musical show are thoroughly 
illuminating and so far as jazz is con- 
cerned, explains the subject more lucidly 
than any and all of the highbrow disser- 
tations on jazz. 

He points out that in the jazz scale— 
C Major for instance—E, G and B will 
be played flat. These are “blue” notes 
which recur fairly regularly in jazz music 
as distinguished from the popular song. 
Other distinguishing features are the 
strict metronomic pulse with syncopation, 
or the accenting of weak beats, going 
on above it and the instrumentation which 
employs trumpets with the wah-wah 
mutes, saxophones, plucked bass fiddles, 
and a variety of odd percussion instru- 
ments, such as bongo drums, maracas, 
cymbals and vibraphone. 


BERNSTEIN REMINDS US that 
jazz is a performing art and usually an 
art of improvisation. What he does not 
say is that it is limited in its emotional 
range. One cannot expect from jazz the 
elevated mood of a Bach cantata. To 
say this is not derogatory but the re- 
minder is needed in view of the fact that 
many jazz exegists have solemnly pro- 
claimed it the art music of the future. 

The development of the American musi- 
cal show is followed from its beginnings 
in the variety entertainment up through 
“Oklahoma” and ‘‘Kiss Me Kate,”” which 
come close to being a new kind of lyric 
drama. 

Altogether ‘“‘The Joy of Music” is an 
enlightening and thoroughly entertaining 
book. It is better to hear and see Bern- 
stein than to read him. But even cold 
print lights up in consequence of his gift 
for words and his absorption in a subject 
that he has thoroughly mastered, 


Their Connection With 
Americas Future 


Westerners: Earl Mountbatten is a close 
friend, and those who know Nehru know 
how keenly he will miss the friendship of 
Countess Mountbatten, who died recently 
in Borneo. Nehru never pretended to 
understand the mysticism of Gandhi and 
this Gandhi knew, but the Mahatma was 
equally sure that only Nehru could lead 
an independent India. 

NEHRU’S NAME, Jawaharlal, has 
been translated ‘‘the red jewel.” Jawaharl- 
al Nehru has many facets. 

I have seen him in India, in America 
and in Java, under varying circumstances, 
Somehow when I think of Jawaharlal 
Nehru, however, I remember him best 
on the green lawn of his temporary home 
outside Bandung, Indonesia, during the 
Bandung Conference, where he introduced 
me to Chou En-lai, the Prime Minister 
of Communist China. 

Just before Chou arrived we had been 
discussing China. 

“. wonder how Karl Marx translates 
into Chinese,”” said Nehru with a faint 
smile, 

Then, with a flourish, the Chinese motor- 
cade arrived. 

As Chou En-lai walked up the lawn the 
sun broke through the clouds, and some- 
one remarked on it. 

*‘Soon,”’ replied Chou, “I hope the sun 
will shine all over the world.” 

It was, of course, the hope of Nehru 
that Chou, the skilled diplomat, was 
voicing. 

As we stood talking Chou was every 
inch the Mandarin, and Nehru the Kash- 
miri Brahmin. There was, it seemed, so 
little a Westerner could add; I felt it, and 
Vincent Sheean, who was present, after- 
wards said he felt it, too. 

The dialogue between China and India 
has gone on a long time, through history. 
It is not, so it seems, to be ended soon; 
nor does the sun always shine on it, un- 
fortunately, 


From Soil of Chekhov 


HAPPY FAMILIES ARE ALL ALIKE,

AS A WRITER ofshort stories, Peter 
Taylor represents both a great deal of 
speculation about the short story and its 
actual practice. The question is far from 
academic since Mr. Taylor’s art is one 
of the chief flowers of a plant that is 
rooted in the rich soil of Chekhov, 
Katherine Mansfield and’ others, It is a 
plant whose blooms are found pressed 
between the leaves of many of the best 
American publications these days. 


Echoes of countless stories one has read 
in the “New Yorker,” the ‘‘Kenyon Re- 
view’? and other excellent publications, 
roll through the mind that is thinking 
about Mr. Taylor’s collection. The echoes 
represent a response to substance in part, 
and in larger part a response to technique 
and manner, . 

The substance of these stories comes 
quite properly from the rather ordinary 
circumstances of Mr, Taylor’s own life. 
A childhood in Memphis, Nashville, and 
St. Louis under, apparently, circumstances 
of not the utmost rigor, has provided Mr, 
Taylor with a gallery of aunts and uncles 
and grandparents who are, of course, 


transmuted in Mr. Taylor’s accounts of 


“Chatham” and other places; such are 
usually the best stories in the book. 
“Venus, Cupid, Folly and Time’”’ tells 
of adolescent mirth and horror at the 
expense of an elderly brother and sister 
who are, it would seem, more than brother 
and sister, “A Walled Garden” is a 


hideous vignette, a monologue delivered 
by a well-to-do woman who has consumed 
most of her daughter already and in- 
tends to savour the last morsel, ‘The 
Little Cousins” relates the first acquain- 
tance of the middling young with death 
and change during the Veiled Prophet 
Ball in St. Louis. ... 


Mr, Taylor’s other material is drawn 
from his writing and teaching career; 
the chief theme in these stories is also the 
alloy of impermanence in the very center 
of family circles. 


The child’s discovery of evil, the man’s 
endurance — impatient, resigned, a little 
humorous — of evils that are inherent in 
a social system, or just in the persisting 
nature of things: these are themes that 
are recognizable to readers of the “better 
magazines, and Mr. Taylor presents them 
with high perfection. 

In tale after tale, awareness of greed 
and insensitivity and just incompatible 
human aims breaks likt a slow dawn over 
a land that the reader knows already but 
will know still better—thanks to the quiet 
and perfected artistry of Mr. Taylor.

Catton as Grant’s Biographer 


GRANT MOVES SOUTH, by Bruce Catton. (Little, Brown and 
Company, 564 pgs., including index, $6.50.)

BRUCE CATTON BEGAN WRITING about 
the Civil War some 10 years ago. At the time, he rode two 
crests, one a revival of interest in the war and the other a re- 
action against the so-called revisionist school of Civil War his- 
torians who had just about convinced the country that the North 
Ought not to have won the war. These professors laid down a 
doctrine that went something like this: the war was just a re- 
grettable mistake between friends; wicked politicians North 
and South, but mostly North, whipped up a fight that could 
have been avoided; the noble South was right but high-minded 
spirit was brutally cast down by the force and power. of the 
ignoble North, alas, alas and again alas! Fortunately, there 
always were a great many of us who refused to take this guff. 

Catton, although a latecomer in defense of the Union, which 
most of us had thought won the war, did a veritable G.A.R. job. 
No writer in the field has had a better sense of narrative, none 
has made the picture unfold so easily, agreeably and fast, and 
none has so exploited the human color of vivid detail, It was, 
and still is, meet to welcome him to the ranks of the faithful. 

Also 10 years back, a Chicago newspaper man, Lloyd Lewis, 
having published an outstanding biography of William Tecumseh 
Sherman, turned to Sherman’s wartime friend, partner and 
superior with ‘‘Captain Sam Grant,” the first of a projected 
three-volume series, which promised to be even better, allowing 
for differences in the central figures, than ‘The Fighting 
Prophet.”’ Lewis did not live to see his Grant book in print. 
Mrs. Lewis finally picked Catton to finish her husband’s work. 
Catton’s ‘‘Grant Moves South” is his first installment on this 
assignment. 


CANDOR IMPELS THE RUEFUL JUDGMENT 
that Bruce Catton is no Lloyd Lewis. In his own unmistakable 
style, Catton first takes Grant as colonel of the unruly 2lst 
Illinois Volunteers in 1861 and carries him through two of the 
most critical years of his life to victory at Vicksburg. For the 
most part, the story is well known. 

To Catton’s everlasting credit, however, he explicitly clarifies 
Grant’s relations with Halleck and the recurring shadow of his 
reputation, exaggerated and malice-inspired, for drinking too 
much. He devotes an enlightening chapter to expounding the 
non-military problems that occupied the general in the South— 
the Negro and his changing attitude toward the Negro; his 
troubles with the cotton speculators, including his father, Jesse; 
and his famous General Order No. 11 proscribing all Jews, so 
specified, from the area of his command. Much of this is little 
known if not really new. 

On the other hand, while it must be remembered that Catton 
is writing biography, not general history, his treatment of Shiloh 
and the Vicksburg campaign is more brilliant than profound. 
Better, if not so flashy military history may be found in Ken- 
neth P. Williams’s ‘‘Lincoln Finds a General.” 

Catton finally gets around to epitomizing the mature Grant, 
and he does it very well: 

“His distinguishing characteristic from the start had been 
an uncomplicated determination to make direct and complete 
use of the North’s obvious advantages. He had never had any 
of McClellan’s or Buell’s feeling that the end in view was to 
outmaneuver an opposing army, so that its general might be 
induced to confess defeat, and he never shared in Halleck’s 
belief that the war might be won by the simple occupation of 
Confederate territory. His deepest instinct was not to beat the 
army that opposed him, but to annihilate it.” 


MISSOURI READERS MAY OBJECT to Cat- 
ton’s cursory account of Wilson Creek, but it is not really a part 
of the Grant story. The reviewer did not care much for his 
reference to Grant’s first headquarters in Missouri “‘in and about 
a town called Mexico.” Catton writes Bonneville for Boonville. 
He is quick to spot the mote and ignore the beam. He quotes 
a Grant order as written in fine disregard of punctuation and 
Capitalization—which was no great fault in 1861—while himself 
ignoring the simpler rules of comma punctuation and flying 
along with antecedentless pronouns, 

Mr. Catton was born in 1899 in a town called Petoskey in 
Michigan. He attended classes in an academy called Benzonia. 
Presumably he got his writing style on newspapers in towns 
called Cleveland and Boston, and currently he is editor of 
American Heritage Magazine. He could use an old-fashioned 


Warned for Second Time 


Khrushchev’s Challenge to Us 


FOR VICTORY IN PEACEFUL COMPETITION WITH 
CAPITALISM, by Nikita S. Khrushchev. (E. P. Dutton 
& Co., 784 pes., $3.95.)

IN THE FIRST CHAPTER OF “MEIN KAMPF,” 
Adolf Hitler wrote: “To ‘learn’ history means to search for 
and to find the forces which cause those effects we later face 
as historical events.’ Later in the book he observed: 

“Ry propaganda, with permanent and clever application, even 
heaven can be palmed off on a people as hell, and, the other 
way round, the most wretched life as paradise.” 

Hitler wrote most of his blue-print for Nazi world domina- 
tion while imprisoned in Landsberg fortress in 1923 and 1924, 
and the first German editions were published in 1925 and 1927. 
A greatly condensed translation was published in this country 
in 1933. It was not until 1939 that the complete text was avail- 
able in English. 

No one can estimate how many lives would have been spared 
and how much property saved if democratic leaders and dipio- 
mats had read through the boastful, disorganized and at times 
incoherent war plans of this master of mass pronaganda and 
taken timely counter actions to frustrate his announced inten- 
tions. 


ANOTHER CHALLENGE HAS BEEN thrown down 
to the democracies by Russian Premier Khrushchev’s ‘For 
Victory in Peaceful Competition with Capitalism.” It is a long 
and boastful propaganda document but despite the inclusion 
of the words “‘peaceful competition” in the title, the book con- 
tains the military threat of nuclear devastation if the indus- 
trialized nations reject his proposal for the peaceful co-existence 
of states with different social systems. 

The book is a compilation of speeches, answers to foreign cor- 
respondents and the text of the Kremlin press conference 
explaining the Soviet note threatening to make a separate treaty 
with East Germany after six months unless the Western allies 
agree to withdraw their occupation forces from West Berlin. 
Except for the text of Khrushchev’s remarks at the Moscow 
Sports Palace in September on his return from his American 
visit, the book is a selection of his words in 1958. 

The dust jacket says the book is “‘the only authorized edition,” 
presumably meaning that it has been cleared, if not actually 
prepared, by the Kremlin. In a brief special introduction, 
Khrushchev writes that he hopes ‘“‘this book will help the 
American readers to understand better the noble and peaceful 
aims of the foreign policy of the Soviet state.” 


COMMENTING ON HIS AMERICAN TOUR, the 
successor to Stalin and Lenin says that from personal. observa- 
tion he can judge that the overwhelming majority of American 
people, like the Russians,‘are peaceminded and striving to avoid 
war. 

‘Instead of military conflicts between states,” he writes, “we 
offer the prospect of peaceful competition, primarily in the 
economic field but also in scientific, technical, cultural and all 
other fields. We stand for honest competition in peaceful pur- 
suits without some countries interfering in the internal affairs 
of others. 

“Who will produce more goods for peaceful needs? Who will 
create better conditions for the development of technology, 
science and culture? Which social system offers greater oppor- 
tunities for developing the productive forces and for meeting 
the spiritual needs of the people? Whose people will have the 
higher living standards? This is, in the main, the essence of 
the competition. Such competition does not rule out co-opera- 
tion between countries but on the contrary implies it. Competi- 
tion in the development of economy, technology and culture 
harms no one.” 


THE BOOK IS NOT LIMITED to an elaboration of 
Khrushchev’s boast that socialism will ‘bury’ capitalism, 
meaning that he is convinced that socialism and then com- 
munism will be the next economic and social planes just as 
capitalism superseded feudalism. The party and foreign policy 
speeches and the interview with visiting journalists go into 
detail about Russian relations with various countries, demo- 
cratic, neutral and communist. 

The replies to newspaper questionnaires, of course, could be 
prepared by government or party experts and issued in Khrush- 
chev’s name. The interviews and speeches, particularly those 
at different embassy receptions, bear an unmistakable Khrush- 
chev mark. They, like his off-the-cuff remarks in this country, 
demonstrate that the Soviet ruler is truly a remarkable person- 
ality with a retentive memory and a ready but controlled 
tongue. 

Khrushchev’s mastery of details is comparable to the British 
chancellor of the exchequer’s ability to memorize a budget 
speech. He may be verbose but he can also be specific when 
he wants to make a debater’s point against an interviewer. He 
can draw on earthy Russian proverbs when he wants to ridicule 
criticism. 

Throughout the book he is deadly serious, with his eyes on 
one goal, the greater glory of Russia and the triumph of Com- 
munism throughout the world.

STRIKE FOR A KINGDOM, 
by Menna Gallie. (Harper

THIS SHORT NOVEL of 
Welsh life has a rare and de- 
lightful excellence. It comes 
to our shores without fanfare. 
It is presumably a first novel 
by a hitherto unknown writer. 
But if it is a first work it is 
an astonishingly good one. 

The story is laid in a South 
Wales mining community in 
the valley of the Tawe during 
the long miners’ strike of 1926. 
The season is August and the 
colliers of Cilhendre have been 
on strike since May. Hunger 
and want as well as fear are 
beginning to stalk the town. 
But as the scene opens jollity 
happens to be in the air too, 
for it is the night of the an- 
nual town carnival. This night 
also the striking miners have 
chosen for a march in a peace- 
ful demonstration. 

Both these events are very 
soon overshadowed by the 
discovery of the mine man- 
ager’s body. Mr. Nixon, the 
best hated member of the com- 
munity, has been murdered. 
And Inspector Evans proceeds 
to take charge of the case. The 
unraveling of the considerable 
mystery of who had committed 
the crime is the main thread 
of Mrs. Gallie’s story. 

The mystery is a good one, 
and it is worked out in a con- 
vincing and skillful manner. 


It is a story without artifice or 
contrivance, developing entire- 
ly out of human situations. It 
would, however, be quite mis- 
leading to classify this merely 
as a murder mystery story, 
for mystery fans, used to a 
maximum of suspense and fast 
action and a minimum of at- 
mosphere and _ characteriza- 
tion, would probably be 
disappointed in it. 
OUT OF AHOST of vivid- 
ly drawn characters two are 
fully developed: D. J. Williams, 
whe is a miner, a poet and 
the local justice of the peace, 
and the Inspector, who is best 
described as a pompous ass. 
And as a counterpoint to the 
mystery Mrs. Gallie develops 
a struggle within Williams, be- 
tween his duty as a J.P. to 
help apprehend the murderer 
and his sympathy as a miner. 
Sympathy for the misjudged, 
mistreated Welsh coal miners 
is, in fact, the underlying mo- 
tif of the novel. Williams’s ar- 
rival at the truth about the 
crime before the Inspector 
gives poignancy and deeper 
meaning to the story than the 
surface plot would suggest. 
The author has a gift for 
description. Her book is rich in 
poetry and full of humor and 
comedy. Her Welshmen with 
their lilting speech are real 
people. And she writes beauti- 
fully. There is scarcely a false 
note in her story from begin- 
ning to end. The next work of 
such a promising writer will 
be awaited with eagerness.

Gyo Obata, 36, Is Designer of “Gateway Riverfront Proposal

IN THE LAST SEVERAL years, 
a new authority has been making itself 
felt in St. Louis architecture. 

This is the design expression of George 
F. Hellmuth, Gyo Obata and George 
Kassabaum. It would be hard to travel 
fer very long, in any direction, in the 
$+, Louis area without soon encountering 
a structure, or a complex of them, done 
by the H-O-K firm. 

The airport terminal at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, by the earlier combination 
of Hellmuth, Minoru Yamasaki and Jo- 
seph Leinweber, has been cited in just 
about every survey of outstanding con- 
temporary American architecture. 

The present group, formed in 1954, has 
designed an imposiag list of structures— 
buildings for public and private schools, 
colleges, churches, housing projects and 
offices. Many of them are within the 
St. Louis city limits, where their large 
ground coverage, scenic prominence and 
use by large numbers of people are exert- 
ing powerful influences on the St. Louis 
landscape. 


The firm’s newest design is the St. 
Louis Gateway Redevelopment Plan, for 
the 26-acre Third street site between 
Washington avenue and Chestnut street. 


Insofar as any large architectural de- 
sign is by one man, the Hellmuth, Obata, 
Kassbaum désigns are the work of Gyo 
Obata, a third generation American of 
Japanese descent, who was graduated 
from the Washington University School 
of Architecture in 1944. As an associate 
of the firm. in its earlier grouping, Obata 
was project designer for the airport ter- 
minal under Yamasaki, who now heads 
his own firm in Detroit. 


AS NOW ORGANIZED, the firm- 
team is administered by Hellmuth, a 
Native St. Louisan; Obata is in charge 
of design, and Kassabaum supervises 
construction in collaboration with Obata. 
Hellmuth and Kassabaum, a former Kan- 
san, also are Washington University grad- 
uates. 

In surrounding areas of St. Louis coun- 
ty, outstate Missouri and in Illinois, 
H-O-K structures range from low-budget 


churches at Eminence and St. Charles to 
large compositions of buildings on indus- 
trial and campus sites. 


The firm did the four new dormitories 
and cafeteria on the Washington Uni- 
versity campus south of Forsyth boule- 
vard, and has several other structures 
there in the planning stage. It designed 
the new Good Samaritan Home on South 
Broadway, overlooking the Mississippi, 
the downtown Missouri Division of Em- 
ployment Security building at Broadway 
and Washington avenue, the Military Per- 
sonnel Records Center out on Page boule- 
vard, the Cochran, Pruitt, Igoe and Darst 
public housing projects in the near down- 
town section. In association with Harris 
Armstrong, it did the Plaza Square apart- 
ments.

Missouri University Women’s dormitories 
and cafeteria are from Obata’s drawing 
board, as are those, to be occupied next 
fall, at Christian College. 


Three St. Louis designs won national 
recognition for their originality and 
felicity of contemporary form almost as 
soon as they left Obata’s hands. 


One of these was the Benedictine Priory 
and School of St. Mary, described by 
Architectural Forum magazine as ‘‘one 
of the most remarkable contemporary 
achievements in U.S. religious and edu- 
cational design.’”’ Another is the new 
Temple Israel, and the other is the plane- 
tarium, to be built this year in Forest 
Park. 


OBATA TOOK HIS early college 
work at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, where his father was an art 
professor. He subjected himself to a 
crash program at the School of Archi- 
tecture here, winning his degree in two 
years. He received a master’s degree in 
city planning at Cranbrook Academy of 
Art, near Detroit, under the late Eliel 
Saarinen, father of Eero Saarinen, who 
designed the riverfront arch. His thesis 
was a development plan for metropolitan 
St. Louis. It was at Cranbrook that he 
met his wife, Majel Obata, who was 
studying handweaving. Obata is 36 years 
old.

In the sense that architects are form- 
givers, Obata has taken the direction, in 
designs where he had the most freedom, 
of a well-poised disposition of buildings 
on their sites, where they seem to rest 
comfortably but with an airy lightness. 


One of his intentions in design is to 
use structure as a means of investing 
his buildings with interest. The most 
spectacular of these will be the Priory 
School monastery church, which will 
house 20 small, individual chapels in an 
undulating ring of thin-shell concrete 
parabolas 21 feet high. The circular nave 
just inside this ring will be roofed with a 
second course of 12-foot parabolas 
through whose arches light will stream 
into the sanctuary, and a third cluster 
of very narrow arches 30 feet tall will 
form the lantern over the altar. 

The Temple Israel sanctuary and audi- 
torium also will be covered with thin- 
shell concrete, but in a series of low 
pyramids that will make an angular sil- 
houette; the climaxing element will be 
a tall hexagonal lantern of blue glass 
over the altar. 


Elsewhere, Obata uses structure more 
matter-of-factly. The state office building 
downtown, for example, expresses itself 
in familiar terms—exposed supporting 
posts, outside overhangs at the second 
and third floor levels, and large windows. 
The clean, white openness of the over-all 
design is reminiscent of old river town 
building styles of the past, which Obata 
feels had a spirit that merits preservation. 
IT IS THE SPIRIT OF old river 
architecture that Obata wanted to embody 
in his riverfront design. The effect of 
the single structure, five blocks long and 
eight stories high, that he proposes for 
Third street has affinities with that of 
the rows of warehouses, offices and shops 
that once lined the levee. 


Obata believes that the uniform level 
of the roof, to which I raised protests 
several weeks ago, would be relieved by 
the placement of portions of the building 
forward along Third street, and other 
portions along Fourth street, as shown 
in the photograph of the model. From 
either side, the sections near the observer 
would give an illusion of height greater 
than that of the distant portion. Large 
openings for the passage of Pine, Olive 
and Locust streets right through the 
building would provide additional inter- 
ruptions of the long rows of windows, 
which would be deeply recessed to avoid 
the bleak glassy surface of windows that 
are set flush in curtain walls. 


As was mentioned in the previous ref- 
erence, an attractive feature of the design 
is its provision of generous public space. 
This would be both in outdoor prome- 
nades and plazas and in inside rest 
rooms, shops, restaurants and other facili- 
ties that will not be a part of the 
riverfront park development and will be 
needed in the near vicinity. 

The St. Louis Gateway Redevelopment 
Corp., organized to submit this plan to 
the Board of Aldermen and headed by. 
G. J. Nooney, proposes to retain fouf- 
present structures—the Pierce, Rialto, 
Stock Exchange and Landreth buildings, 
all along Fourth street, and the design 
utilizes these as high elements. The new 
Peabody Coal Co. building at Third and 
Olive streets would be nestled inside one 
of the setbacks. 

The competing Third street design pro- 
posed by Lewis Kitchen of Kansas City 
will be described in this space next 
Sunday. 


Disappearing ‘Quality’ Magazine 


Several Have Survived, ‘but Only by Making Adjustments

AN IVY LEAGUE graduate student, 
home for the recent holidays, confessed 
to some small-town Missouri friends that 
he hides his Saturday Review and New 
Yorker magazines when his classmates 
and professors come to call. ~ 


The implications of this intelligence gave 
pause to some of the young man’s elders 
who got the New Yorker and Saturday 
Review habits back in their own college 
days and have stuck with the magazines 
uncritically, if with some anxiety, through 
the various adaptations they have since 
made to modern tastes. 


The anxiety was caused by the still 
green memories of the withering away of 
so many of the other magazines that en- 
thralled the more: ‘‘serious’”’ undergradu- 
ates of the early 1930s. Long gone are 
American Mercury, Scribner’s, Forum, Van- 
ity Fair, Life and Judge. Besides the New 
Yorker and Saturday Review, only Harp- 
er’s and Atlantic, of all that bright array, 
still survive. These, too, have done some 
adjusting that the highbrows deplore, but 
that have enabled them to hang on and 
even to broaden their appeal. 


IN FACT ONLY THE New Yorker, 
among the four survivors, has a circula- 
tion (426,000 subscribers) that would im- 
press advertisers looking for mass cover- 
age. The latest Audit Bureau of Circula- 
tion figures for the other three (Harper’s, 
189,000; Saturday Review, 241,000; Atlan- 
tic, 260,000) show these to be, along with 
the Reporter (124,000), the lowest of the 
self-sustaining ones. 


Books and classical recordings are the 
approved substitutes for slick magazines 
in the leisure time of the Ivy League grad- 
uate student. It so happens that the only 
American general-interest magazines he 
can leave on view without apology—with 
the possible exception of the bi-weekly Re- 
porter—are all subsidized. These include 
the monthly. Commentary (22,500, subsi- 
dized by the American Jewish Commit- 
tee); two weeklies—the New Republic 
(31,500) and the Nation (26,000) both pri- 
vately subsidized—and several quarterlies, 
such as American Scholar and the Parti- 
san, Hudson and Kenyon Reviews. 


The circulation of the top quarterlies 


, 


ranges from 12,000 for the American Schol- 
ar, which is the Phi Beta Kappa publica- 
tion, to 3000 for the Kenyon Review, which 
has the distinction of being edited by one 
of the country’s leading poets and critics, 
John Crowe Ransom. 


THESE FIGURES look even smaller 
—and distressing—when they are com- 
pared with those for the most widely 
read of the national magazines. Of these 
there are 20 with more than 1,000,000 cir- 
culation each, the Reader’s Digest leading 


with 11,000,000, followed by TV Guide, . 


Life, Saturday Evening Post, Ladies’ Home 
Journal, Look and McCall’s, in that order, 
all with more than 5,000,000 each. In fact 
the combined circulation of all the literary 
magazines, big and little, comes to the 
sort of figure you disregard when you are 
talking in round numbers of the circula- 
tion of some of the giants. 

Studies of the successes of such late- 
comers on this list as Reader’s Digest and 
Life have taught editors and publishers 
that the modern reader wants variety, 
brevity and glibness in what he reads. 
Material that is difficult and challenging, 
in either content or style, leaves the mil- 
lions apathetic. Academic. critics of the 
old adaptable four may not forgive them 
for yielding, however slightly, before these 
facts of the market-place, but the lesson 
has not been lost on even the big, ven- 
erable Saturday Evening Post. 

Still, the literary veterans of the high- 
brow category do continue to offer many 
serious, honest, controversial articles and 
to provide space for new writers of poetry 
and fiction to whom no other medium is 
available. And their impact on our culture 
is greater than their circulation figures 
would indicate. 


THOSE WHO CAN disseminate ideas 
on a larger scale—the professors and the 
editors of mass-circulation magazines and 
metropolitan newspapers—are among those 
who take notice of the new ideas and the 
new talent that these magazines introduce. 

Time (2,300,000 subscribers) quotes the 
Saturday Review and even the American 
Scholar and Commentary. Russell Lynes, 
a Harper’s editor, has made Life (6,000, 
000) at least twice. Even the Brobding- 
nagian Reader’s Digest sometimes reprints 
articles from its Lilliputian colleagues, 


thereby extending both the fame and the 
fortunes of their writers. 

In fact, as James Playsted Wood noted 
in a 1956 survey of American magazines, 
the Reader’s Digest is the great leveler 
in its field. It’s hard to tell, once its edi- 
tors get through polishing and condensing, 
whether a given article has been extracted 
from Good Housekeeping (4,500,000) or the 
Antioch Review (1200), 


The implication—an accurate one — is 
that the reader who has time to do his 
own selecting can profitably range the 
field himself today and find something he 
likes almost anywhere. The Saturday 
Evening Post has been running an ‘‘Ad- 
ventures of the Mind” series, consisting of 
meaty, uncompromising essays by thinkers 
heretofore known only to little-magazine 
readers—Loren Eisely, Aldous “Huxley, 
Edith Sitwell, Edith Hamilton, J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, D. W. Brogan, etc. The 
biography of Queen Mary by James Pope- 
Hennessey first appeared serially in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal and Anthony Eden’s 
memoirs in McCall’s. And Esquire maga- 
zine, once exclusively devoted to ‘‘sophis- 
ticated” reading matter and girlie-girlie 
art, has lately been publishing serious 


thoughtful articles, essays and_ short 
stories. 
THE STRUGGLING editors and 


publishers who might be chagrined by 
criticism from the highbrows can take 
comfort from the esteem still accorded 
their magazines by the popular sociol- 
ogists, from Vance Packard to David Reis- 
man, and by the people the sociologists 
study. To these, Harper’s, Atlantic, the 
New Yorker and the Saturday Review are 
still Symbols of upper-upper-class status. 


For example, the Follingshead-Redlich 
study of social classes in New Haven 
showed that among their five layers the 
popularity of the four “‘quality’’ magazines 
decreased, as they went down the scale. In 
Class III, for instance, only 8 per cent 
read “‘such literary and information maga- 
zines as Harper’s, Atlantic and Saturday 
Review,” while 53 per cent of Class I 
subscribe to such magazines. 

On balance it appears that the mortality 
rate of the ‘quality’? magazine has been 
high, but that the content of popular mag- 
azines is improving. 
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Segovia Recital 


At Washington University 


THE CELEBRATED SPANISH GUITARIST An- 
dres Segovia (portrait above) will make his only appearance here 
this season in a recital Friday evening at 8:30 in Graham 
Memorial Chapel, Washington University. Tickets for the recital 
were sold out more than a week ago. 

The program will include compositions by Bach, Haydn, 
Mendelssohn, Tansman, Albeniz and Castelnuovo-Tedesco. 

Segovia’s repertory contains many works written especially 
for him, as well as his own transcriptions of compositions 
originally intended for other instruments. The Spanish artist 
is credited with establishing the guitar as a solo concert 
instrument during his long career. His appearance as soloist 
with the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in 1954 may be applied 
to that claim, being tha only such appearance ever made by 
a guitarist in the Orchestra’s 80 years of existence. He first 
played here in 1930, in the Principia series. 

Segovia recently returned from a European tour that com- 
prised 70 concerts in 11 countries, and he currently is making 
his annual tour of this country. He is 66 years old. 


FERNANDO VALENTI will play a harpsichord recital 
in the university concert series this evening at 8 o’clock in 
Graham Chapel, on the campus. His program will contain 
Couperin’s Chaconne, Rameau’s ‘“‘Deux Rigaudons,” Bach’s 
English Suite No. 2 in A Minor, Mel Powell’s Recitative and 
Toccata and five sonatas by Scarlatti. 

In recent years Valenti has undertaken to record all of the 
harpsichord sonatas, more than 550, written by the last-named 
composer. The young artist also is noted for his commissioning 
of works for the harpsichord, one of which is the Powell 
composition he will play tonight.

The soloists will be Jane Gavel, 
soprano; Edwin Bolton, baritone, and Herbert Drury, pianist, 
and the chorus will be The Collegians, directed by Randy 
Workman. The ‘‘Warsaw Concerto” and selections from the 
“Flower Drum Song,” ‘Gigi’? and “The King and I” will 
be played. 

MARY McMURRAY, young American mezzo-soprano, 
will appear in recital this evening at 8:15 in the Webster 
Groves high school auditorium, 100 Selma avenue. The spon- 
soring organization is the Suburban Community Concert 
Association. 

A FREE PROGRAM calendar service has been put into 
effect by Frances Rooz, owner of the Three Arts Shop, 6501 
Delmar boulevard. The service is intended to help program 
planners avoid such hazards as scheduling a string quartet 
on the same night as the performance of another string quartet, 
and thus competing for a limited audience. 

Miss Rooz has started a master calendar that already 
extends into the 1961 season. People in charge of recitals,

August Opera Festival 


THE AUGUST OPERA FESTIVAL will increase its 
offerings next summer to four operas. Last year two operas 
were presented. 

Mozart, who was represented with ‘‘/he Marriage of Figaro” 
last year, will again figure in the repertory, this time with 
“Don Giovanni,” Aug. 26 and 27. e other offerings will be 
Rossini’s “The Barber of Seville’ Aug. 12 and 13, and a 
program combining Ravel’s ‘‘The Spanish Hour” and Mascagni’s 
“Cavalleria Rusticana,” Aug. 19 \and 20. All will be sung 
in English. ; 

The productions will repeat last year’s form of presentation. 
The operas will be played in the Washington University 
Quadrangle in the evening, and the Little Symphony orchestral 
shell will be used as a stage. The programs will have full 
settings and costumes, a professional orchestra, and singers 
from the Metropolitan Opera, the New York City Opera and 
other major companies. 

The musical director and conductor of the Festival is Edward 
Murphy, first horn player with the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra and director of the Stephens College opera company.

gives him another dimension and George London works up 
the character into an embodiment of power and evil. Mario 
del Monaco sings lustily as usual. In only a few scenes, how- | 
ever, is his want of subtlety noticeable whereas his two big . 
arias, “‘Recondita armonia’” and ‘‘E lucevan le stelle,’’ are 
not damaged by a consistent loudness when the vocal quality 
is arresting as in this case. 


The conductor, Francesco Molinari-Pradelli, evokes a beauti- 
ful sound from the orchestra of Rome’s Saint Cecilia Academy 
and manages the orchestra flexibly in support of the principals. 
An example of how a small part can be used to light up a 
scene is provided by Ernesto Palmerini, obviously a boy whose 
voice hasn’t changed. His Shepherd’s song, heard off-stage 
at the beginning of Act III, provides a striking contrast to 
the grim business about to reach a climax inside the castle 
of Saint Angelo. 


The stereophonic reproduction brings depth and width to 
the sound. (London, Stereophonic, two records in album with 
brochure.) 


BIRGIT NILSSON’S recording of excerpts from Wag- 
ner’s “Tristan und Isolde’? comes at an opportune moment. 
Miss Nilsson, in her first season at the Metropolitan Opera, 
has both the connoisseurs and the general public by the ears 
and her recording indicates that her unqualified success is 
deserved. Her voice is deep, powerful, clearly focused and 
effective at all levels. In the high range she retains a kind 
of mezzo-soprano richness and at the same time she strikes 
forcefully in critical dramatic phrases. In the ‘“Liebestod” 
and ‘“‘Isolde’s Narrative and Curse’’ she performs in the 
grand style. The singing is heroic and the characterization 
is communicated with deep feeling. 

She is assisted in the ‘“‘Narrative’’ by Grace Hoffman. The 
supporting orchestra is the Vienna Philharmonic conducted 
by Hans Knappertsbusch. (London, Stereophonic, one record.) 


LEOPOLD LUDWIG conducts the London Symphony 
Orchestra in well proportioned and rich sounding performances 
of Schubert’s ‘‘Unfinished’’ Symphony and Mozart’s great 
Symphony in G Minor. These celebrated werks usually sound 
better if treated respectfully so far as modifications of tempo 
are concerned. Ludwig’s interpretations are a little unimagi- 
native at times but the performance is helped considerably by 
an extraordinary vital quality of sound, (Everest, Stereophonic), 
one record.) 

LEONARD BERNSTEIN, the first American-born con- 
ductor to win an international reputation, has produced a 
stirring record of the Shostakovitch Fifth Symphony, a work 
that he conducted in the presence of the composer when the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra visited Moscow. According 
to a note on the jacket the fast tempo of the final movement 
aroused a lively controversy among the critics. I am inclined 
to side with the disputants who believed that it should have 
been slower if the tempo was the same as in this new recording. 
Though not too fast for the expert instrumentalists of the 
New York orchestra it seems to lose its breadth, nevertheless, 
without becoming more brilliant. By contrast, his treatment 
of the third movement is quite extraordinary. Only a conductor 
in perfect rapport with his orchestra could keep the line from 
sagging at such a deliberate speed and while such a variety 
of inflection was being applied. One hears that Shostakovitch 
was delighted with the Moscow performance; he should also 
be pleased with the recording. For despite the last movement 
it is fresh, thoughtful and beautifully reproduced, (Columbia, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


ANOTHER VERSION of the Sibelius Symphony No. 2 
has been recorded by the Detroit Symphony Orchestra under its 
conductor, Paul Paray. His treatment tends to excitement 
produced through dynamic contrasts and dashing tempi. The 
dark, mysterious emanations of the first and third movements, 
however, are conveyed rather literally with the result that 
they no longer seem mysterious. (Mercury, Monaural, one 
record.) 


THE OPERATIC TENOR Cesare Valletti who gave a 
recital in St. Louis recently has also demonstrated a wide-ranging 
artistry in the song literature. In his newest record which con- 
tains Italian, French, German and Spanish songs his lyric tenor 
voice does not have the same tonal beauty as in a previous 
one. His interpretive gifts, however, are quite as impressive. 
A Mozart concert aria, ‘“‘Misero o sogno,” is serious and 
elevated in its mood and Valletti has the voice and the style 
to suit it. Similarly he éncompasses the special lyricism of 
Hugo Wolf in five of that composer’s songs. In short, the 
pliant, sensitive quality of his voice—so typical of the Italian 
lyric tenor—has not confined him to an Italian repertory. Other 
composers represented on the recording are Berlioz, Cilea and 


Boito. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.)

Work is under way on recon- 
struction of the city’s Marquette 
Park swimming pool and bath- 
house facility at a contract price 
of $323,437. The Lecoutour Con- 
struction Co. has the general 
contract. 


Design for the new pool was 
prepared by Pearce & Pearce, 
Inc., with Smith, Hanlon, Sur- 
heide, Levy, Inc., as consulting 
engineers. Leslie J. Bergmeier 
as structural engineer. 


The original pool, built in 1919, 
was 280 by 310 feet, one of the 
largest in the area and therefore 
used, over the years, for many 
major swimming meets. The 
new pool is to be L-shaped, with 
one area 42 by 165 feet, the oth- 
er 60 by 88 feet. Pool construc- 
tion is to be of concrete. 


Underwater flood lighting is 
to be provided so the pool may 
be used at night. 

A pump house and filtering 
system is part of the project. 


The bathhouse, also built in 
1919, is being improved and a 
new locker room and new show- 
er facilities are being added.

For Rare Birds 


PORT CHARLOTTE, Fla.— 
Things are looking up for the 
American Egret, one of the na- 
tion’s most rapidly dwindling 
rare bird breeds—thanks to Gen- 
eral Development Corp., one of 
the nation’s fastest-growing com- 
munity development companies. 


The Miami-based firm, which 
has seven Florida community 
developments in progress, re- 
cently leased a five-acre island 
in the Myakka river to the Flor- 
ida Audubon Society for the pro- 
tection. and propagation of the 
white-plumed, long-legged Egret. 

Unknown to the state’s natural- 
ists, the island, which lies. be- 
tween Sarasota and Fort Myers 
on Florida’s game-filled lower 
west coast, had for a long time 
been a. nesting place for the 
American Egret. The beautiful 
wading bird, once common in 
Florida, had declined 85 per cent 
in numbers over the past decade. 

John H. Storer of Winter Park, 
Fla., president of the state’s 
Audubon Society first spotted 
the nesting place while on an 
aerial tour of the area with a 
state wildlife official, He esti- 
mated there were some 100 pairs 
of the rare birds on the island. 

Storer approached General 
Development, which owns the 
island along with nearly 100,000 
other acres of Florida coastal 
land. Result: a lease, of indefi- 
nite duration, to the Florida 
Audubon Society to operate the 
Myakka Island Wildlife Sanc- 
tuary.

The building, with 2100 square 
feet, was designed and built by 
Martin Bloom Associates. The 
property is on the site of a for- 
mer gasoline station at the south- 
west corner of the intersection 
of Kingshighway and Berthold 
avenue. This provides for an 
exit from the drive-up service 
area by way of Berthold. There 
also is a parking lot space for 
15 cars, for those who wish to go 
into the building. 

The drive-up window is of a 
new type witha stainless steel 
apron below the window proper 
that carries the line of the bay 
on a downward angle back to

the main wall. The service tray 
is of a new type in which the 
front side falls open as an ex- 
tension of the bottom when it is 
pushed toward the window of a 
customer’s car, 

The building has been con- 
structed of used brick. This is 
said to be the first time used- 
brick has been used in a fairly 
decorative style commercial 
building in the city. Most of the 
used-brick coming from build- 
ings being wrecked in the city’s 
redevelopment areas is going 
into homes or other structures 
in the county or rural sections. 
The building’s decorative ele- 
ment, other than the texture of 


the brick, is in ceramic tile pan- 
els, arranged for accent. The 
property is further identified by 
a sign consisting of a sculpture 
of aggregate and ceramic, 15 
feet high, at the corner of the 
lot. The sculpture was done by 
Sandford Schultz. 

Inside the building, light has 
been used as a decorative med- 
ium, coupled with the use of one 
exposed brick wall, oiled walnut 
paneling and panels under and 
above windows of white mica 
plastic. Ceiling is accoustically 
tiled; white plaster and wall- 
paper have been used in some

Contract has been let and work 
has started on a new Community 
Congregational Church at God- 
frey. A three unit property has 
been designed for the congrega- 
tion by William L. Flippo & As- 
sociates, architects, of Alton, III. 
The church, proper, is to be built 
now, the wings containing Sun- 
day school rooms, later. 

The building will be about 
three quarters of a mile north 
of Monticello college. 


E. S. Edwards & Son, Alton, 
has the general contract. Camp 
Electric Co. of Alton has the 
electrical work. City Refrigera- 
tion Co. of East Alton has the 
heating contract and the Kane 
Plumbing and Heating Co. of 
Wood River, Ill., has the plumb- 
ing contract. 


Flippo has designed the two 
wings to house Sunday School 
units so they may be built as 
separate structures, when de- 
sired, and provide maximum 
flexibility in ‘the expansion pro- 
gram. 

The design also provides for a 
styling with deeper tones of 
reverence in the church than in 
the school wings. 


Planning of the exterior pro- 
vides for a patio or congrega- 
tional court between the wings 
and in front of the nave, where 
parishioners may visit before and 
after services. 

The nave has been designed 
with seating for 238, and for 24 
in the choir. The narthex is to be 
14 by 38 feet, with a stairway to 
the basement. The chancel is to 
have a serpentine wall, with the 
altar, which is to be an eliptical 
marble slab on metal legs, as 
focal point. The pulpit is to be 
circular in form with moon- 
shaped marble top. The baptis- 
mal fount also is to be circular 
in form, with a marble top. 


There is to be a study for the 
pastor, behind the chancel in 
an area that will provide access 
to the nave and the choir. 

The lower floor of the build- 
ing is to have a fellowship hall, 
kitchen, sanitary facilities and 
utility room. 

Wall construction is to be of 
concrete below grade, brick in- 
terior and exterior above. The 
main floor is to be of concrete on 
steel joists with an acoustical 
plaster ceiling in the basement 
area. The roof is to be supported 
by timber laminated trusses and 
3 inch wood deck, exposed on the 
interior of the nave. The side 
walls of the nave are to rise 
vertically, rather high, giving the 
roof a low pitch, in the more 
typically Greek classic style. 

Nave windows are to be located 
so that wood arches will rise at 
their centers and play colors on 
the texture of the wood, as seen 
from the pews. 


Flippo & Associates are also 
designing interior furnishings of 
the church. Pastor of the church 
is the Rev. Frank McDuffee. 
Chairman of the building commit- 
tee is Glennon Jackson.

Check stoves and heaters:

Too many fires are 
caused by faulty heating equip- 
ment. When calling service men 
however, be sure the Better 
Business Bureau advises, to deal 
only with reliable firms. 

Portable heaters: If you use 
portable heaters to take off the 
chill on spring days, make ‘sure 
they do not create a fire hazard. 
Electric.’ heaters should be 
placed where the hot heating 
element will not come in con- 
tact with blankets, clothing, 
plastic tile or other things that 
might catch fire. If you use port- 
able oil or gas heaters, turn 
them off before going to bed. 

Chimneys: Spring is a good 
time to clean soot out of chim- 
neys and smoke pipes.

Reaching base an amazing 
379 times, an average of 2.5 
a game, Ruth hada 54.5 per- 
centage in getting on—or Cir- 
cling—the bases. 

The_ highest percentage, 
however, was achieved by Ted 
Williams in 1941, the year he 
became the most recent batter 
to hit .400. In his .406 season, 
The Kid, as they called him 
then in Boston, hit, walked or 
was hit 333 of 604 total times 
up for a base-reaching per- 
centage of 55.1. 

Did Williams actually reach 
base more often than Rogers

“He has had 14 fights,” ex- 
claimed the announcer of the 
telvised bout Friday night be- 


tween Victor Zalazar and 
Yama Bahama (Willie Butler). 
The announcer was referring 
to the Argentine, Zalazar. 
“And his opponent has had 67 
contests,”” the announcer con- 
tinued, 

Experienced boxing men 
gasped in amazement. A fight- 
er with 14 bouts opposing one 
with 67! It couldn’t happen 
but it did. 

And it was not the first time 
the thing has happened. Fre- 
quently, television bouts are 
between virtual novices and 
experienced men. 

True, some boxers advance 
much faster than others but, 
generally speaking, it takes a 
few years for a boy to reach 
his peak and be in position to 
take on all comers. 

George Wilsman, veteran 
manager and trainer of box- 
ers, scoffed at the idea of a 
boy with 14 professional bouts 
being ready to tackle a sea- 
soned professional in a 10- 
round contest. 

“The majority of beginners 
require several years of train- 
ing and experience before they 
are ready,” said Wilsman. 
“Sure, some advance faster 
than others. One boy will 
come into a gymnasium and 
learn a few things: He will 
work at them and in a few 
weeks will have mastered the 
moves he has been taught. An- 
other boy will forget every- 
thing he has learned from one 
session to the next. 

“But a boxer should have 
-plenty of experience in four, 
six and eight-round bouts be- 
fore he attempts‘to go ten. He 
must learn to pace himself. 
This art is much misunder- 
stood by those who are not in 
boxing. 

“Sometimes, 


though, this

business of moving a boy up 
from the short distances to the 
10-rounders is very difficult. 

“I remember one time, I had 
a middleweight, Jim Bull. I 
had a tough time getting him 
out of the 4-round class, Then 
I matched him with Milton 
Jones for 10 rounds and all my 
friends told me I was nuts. 
But I predicted that Jim would 
knock Jones out between the 
third and the fifth round. Well, 
he did it in the third because 
we detected a habit of Jones 
in dropping his left hand which 
laid him open to a righthand 
lead. And with that weapon 
Bull knocked him out.”

Occasionally the term ‘‘meat hunter” or ‘‘meat fisherman” 
will be used for a person who considers himself a great outdoors- 
man. Among sportsmen, it is the insult supreme. 


A “meat hunter” or ‘meat 
fisherman” is a man who hunts 
or fishes, not for love of the 
sport, but for what he can bring 
home for the table. To him, a 
trip that produces no game in 
the bag or fish in the creel is a 
complete waste of time. 


In a month or two, fishing will 
be in full swing in Missouri. 
Among the anglers who visit the 
lakes, rivers and streams will 
be a certain proportion of ‘“‘meat 
fishermen.”” In number, they 
probably will be greater than 
ever, because fishing pressure 
has been increasing each year. 


Lack of sportsmanship dis- 
played by anglers whose sole ob- 
ject is to catch fish was dis- 
cussed by a group of guests at 
the recent annual dinner of the 
Missouri Trout Fishermen’s As- 
sociation here. 

“It seems to me that the situa- 
tion is getting worse,’’ one man 
observed. “‘I can remember the 
time when fishing at the trout 
parks—Montauk, Bennett Spring 
and Roaring River—was a real 
pleasure. Now it isn’t always 
the case. 

“Years ago, if you found a 
good spot on a stream, you 
fished it until you had the limit. 

“Today, if you pull in a couple 
of trout, four or five other fel- 
lows rush over and cast their 
flies in the same place. They 
want fish. The heck with sports- 
manship.”” 

Another man said it is not un- 
usual to see an angler charging 
up and down the stream in hip 
boots disrupting fishing for all 
other casters in the vicinity. 


There's a Tomorrow 


Albert L. Weiss, past president 
of the St. Louis chapter, Missouri 
Trout Fishermen, recalled a 
woman who came up to him at a 
trout park and said: 


“I know you must be a good 
fisherman because I have 
watched you catch fish, but I’ve 
never seen you with them after- 
ward. What do you do with 
them?” 


Weiss replied that he usually 
released the trout back into the 
stream after catching them. 

“That's the silliest thing I ever 
heard,” the woman said, exas- 
perated, and walked away.

$14,000,000 blanket policies han- 
dled by the American and Na- 
tional League offices, which pro- 
vides each club with $1,750,000 
worth of protection. Thirty-five 
members of a team’s traveling 
party are covered at the rate 
of $50,000. 

Share of Premium. 

Each major league club pays 
one-eighth of its league’s premi- 
um for these two policies, 

In addition to this, each team 
purchases additional coverage, 
naming the club as beneficiary. 
The Chicago White Sox are in- 
sured most heavily, due to a 
$6,000,000 policy the club carries. 

In the American League, the 
insurance is part of a rehabilita- 
tion plan, which includes a $15,- 
000,000 blanket policy, placed 
through the league office, by 
which each club is protected to 
the extent of $1,875,000 for re- 
placement of its players, in case 
of disaster.

Another attracton along Kala- 
kaua, reminiscent of old Hawaii, 
is the lei-maker, who sells flower 
necklaces along the curb. As cas- 
ually as mainlanders shell peas, 
there Hawaiian vendors string 
orchids, tuberoses and other 
bright blossoms into exotic gar- 
lands. Typical of the lei-makers 
is one plump Hawaiian grand- 
mother who sits outside the Royal 
Hawaiian Hotel. She rests her 
feet in a tub of pink, red and 
yellow buds and wears a red 
hibiscus in her topknot. 

- The vendors thread 100 flowers 
in 15 minutes, tie the ends, add 
a bright bow and sell the neck- 
apie for less than a dollar

‘ferns, berries, tiny red toma- 
toes, fruit and seashells. 
_ The avenue takes its name from 
‘King David Kalakaua, king of 
Hawaii from 1874 to 1891. He 
contributed so much to the fun 
and frolic of Hawaii in the early 
days that his subjects dubbed 
him the Merry Monarch. He is 
credited with reviving the hula, 
outlawed by the missionaries. 
Although Kalakaua avenue is 
now as American as Sunset bou- 
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‘levard, Hawaii's main street

Of Resorts 


(Chicago Daily News Foreign Service.) 


OAXACA, Mexico—A standard 
escape to the sun for Americans 
is a quick flight to Mexico City 
for a day or so, then a dash 
to the beaches of Acapulco. 

Acapulco is fine for travelers 
who want a transplanted Rivi- 
era or Miami Beach with plush 
resorts and an almost com- 
pletely all-American crowd. 

But for more novel environ- 
ment and lower prices, Mexico 
has a choice of other resort 
havens. In each of these, food 


and service are excellent qual- 
ity with prices ranging from $10 
to $16 a day for two persons, in- 
cluding all meals. 

The areas may not be as gay 
or sophisticated at Acapulco but 
they make up for the lack of 
night clubs in historic settings, 
color of local markets, fiestas, 
spectacular scenery and splen- 
did climate. Following are some | 
of the highlighted areas: | 

OAXACA—This green and 
flowering valley, ringed by| , 
mountains, can lay fair claim 
to just about the finest climate 
in the world. No humidity, 
bright sun every day so that 
it’s warm enough for sunning 
and swimming, nights cool for 
sleeping but rarely chilly enough 
to necessitate a wrap. 

Historic City. 


The historic city, Spanish and 
Indian flavored, has two of the 
best-known churches in Mexico 
and a gay plaza where the band 
or marimbas play while girls 
and boys promenade around 
each other in squadrons.

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SAYS LABOR LAW 
COULD BACKFIRE 
AGAINST PUBLIC 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (UPT) 
—A labor lawyer says the union 
reform law enacted last year by 
Congress could lead to police- 
State regulation of fraternal or 
business associations. 


Joseph E. Finley, general 
counsel for the Office Employes’ 
International union, said the 
philosophy behind the statute 
may backfire on the general 
public, 


“The single most piercing de- 
velopment of the new law is per- 
haps its extensive invasion and 
regulation of the internal affairs 
of voluntary organizations—in 
this case applied to labor 
unions,” Finley asserted. 

But the Government may not 
halt the regulatory process at 
labor’s door, he said, 


“Surely, trade associations, 
collectives like the N.A.M., 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, political parties, veterans 
and fraternal bodies, and even 
such organizations as the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
and the parent-teachers associa- 
tion, must now be considered 
fit subjects for federal legisla- 
tion,”” Finley declared. 


Common Grounds. 


These groups, in common with 
unions, all handle funds, elect 
officers and carry out programs 
to influence their membership 
and the public, he noted. 

In answering arguments that 
labor am ie were singled out 
because of their far-reaching ef- 
fect on the economy, he con- 
tended that the American Med- 
ical Association, bar associations 
and engineering societies have 
a similar impact. 

“Is it not likely that political 
theory will be revised to distort, 
if not destroy the democratic 
freedoms that have been our 
bulwark against totalitarianism, 
replacing them with this 1959 


version of the police state?” he | 


asked. 

Finley raised the questions in 
a pamphlet on the union reform 
law published by the Public Af- 
fairs Institute, a non-profit, non- 
partisan research organization. 

The law seeks to strengthen 
democratic procedures’ within 
unions by providing all members 
with a “bill of rights,” requires 
full disclosure of union finances 
and imposes criminal penalties 
for reporting violations. It was 
the first major overhaul of labor 
legislation in 12 years when 
signed last Sept. 14. 

Secretary’s Powers. 

Finley particularly objected to 
powers given to the Secretary 
of Labor under the act. 

“He is now a powerful labor 
policeman,” the lawyer wrote. 
‘“‘He can use all the facilities of 
the Federal Government, even 
to engaging the FBI to gumshoe, 
infiltrate, report and testify.” 

The Secretary may supervise 
local union elections in remote 
villages, watch over their finan- 
cial activities and. police them 
constantly for violations of crim- 
inal law, Finley said. 

The new law also puts an “‘in- 
finitesimal” burden on manage- 
ment as compared with organ- 
ized labor’s duties, he added. 

Finley suggested that Congress 
might want to legislate against 
anti-union efforts of employers 
to balance new restrictions on 
picketing, for example. 

“For the first time Congress 
has taken a bold new step in 
prescribing internal gover n- 
mental regulation for one kind 
of organization in our society,” 
Finley wrote. ‘Where will such 
laws end?”

>» IT WAS DECIDED to take Mark and Eric along and ar- 
rangements were made with the other mothers by the phone. 

I said that :re- 
visiting the Orpheum on a Saturday would be an interesting 
experience for me. 

We selected the early morning show and at 9:10 we left 
home.

Even though it had no smearing, 
stabbing, or clobbering, the boys gave it the supreme ac- 
colade: Neat-o. 

After the cartoon, I got them up reluctantly as the feature 
film began again. 

“I wish we coulfl see it all over,” one of them sighed.

Chicago Police Scandal Spreads

Detailed Confessions by Burglars Implicate 
More Officers—Huge Cleanup Faces New Chief

CHICAGO, March 5. 
CHICAGO, a vibrant, rollick- 
ing city with a long history of 
uninterrupted political graft, has 
made a shocking discovery. It 
has a conscience. 


Layer upon layer of corrup- 
tion had thickened the hides of 
Chicagoans until crooked police- 
men and illicit liaisons between 
city officials and the underworld 
were accepted as a way of life. 

Then came a new decade and 
before it was a month old Chi- 
cago suffered the traumatic 
shock that has sent it into an 
extensive period of agonizing 
self-appraisal. 

Richard Morrison, a young 
man described by cynical wise- 
crackers as ‘‘a public Spirited 
burglar,’’ gave @n acceunt of 
police crimes that woke up the 
city. His well-documented story 
that police were helping burg- 
lars prey on the city’s business 
men made citizens suddenly 
realize that corruption affects 
every man, woman and child in 
the community. 

Chicago was paying taxes to 
support a 10,500-man police de- 
partment. And some of these 
protectors of law and order, 
guardians of the public, were 
stealing everything not nailed to 
the floor. 

Some store owners already had 
been forced out of business by 
repeated thefts. Others were 
threatened with financial disaster 
because insurance companies 
were canceling policies. 


The Chicago police scandal is 
a subject of conversation every- 
where. Two New Yorkers, rid- 
ing in.a bus from Midway Air- 
port to the Loop, were discussing 
it. 

“How do you account for such 
a thing?” asked one. 

“Oh, it happens in these fron- 
tier cities,’’ replied the other in 
down-the-nose tones. 

The New Yorker may have 
something, at that. Chicago is 
the second largest city in the 
United States, but it has retained 
that frontier spirit far longer 
than other cities its age. 

As the police scandals spread 
from one district to others, and 
as Chicagoans realized how far 
corruption had eaten away in 
their police department, they be- 
gan to heap abuse and ridicule 
on men in uniform. 


A policeman was hissed and 
booed when he entered a bus. 
A woman in an elevator no- 
ticed a man in blue and asked 
the operator: “‘Is it safe to ride 
with a policeman?” A police- 
man entered a supermarket 
and heard a woman say: “Hold 
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MAYOR RICHARD DALEY announcing resignation of Chicago Police Commissioner 
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CAPT. HERMAN DORF

here’s a cop.” 


Nightclub comedians seized on 
the new material. Mort Sahl, the 
intellectual who describes him- 
self as a “disturbed member of 
the society,”” held forth on the 
subject at the Chez Paree. 

He said Chicago’s Outer Drive 
is ‘“‘the last stand of collective 
bargaining,” hitting at the long- 
established Chicago traffic “‘fix.” 
He added: ‘Chicago is the only 
city where the introverted child 
can play cops and robbers by 
himself.”’ 


The avant-garde who gather 
nightly at the Gate of Horn, a 
dingy cellar in the Rush street 
nightclub district, were regaled 
by folk singer Bob Gibson. 

“It’s a damn shame,” Gibson 
said, ‘‘when 10,000 crooks can

ruin the reputation of one hon- 
est cop.” 

The chain of events which led 
to the police scandals actually 
began five months ago, on Oct. 
8.. Richard Morrison, the cocky 
little burglar, was called into 
Judge Alfred I. Cilella’s court 
on six charges. 

The 23-year-old Morrison be- 
gan to bargain. He wanted a 
short prison sentence in ex- 
change for a plea of guilty. The 
state had an air-tight case and 
would consider nothing less than 
20 years. 

Morrison, angry, stood before 
the bench. He said he wanted 
to postpone his plea because he 
had something to say to State’s 
Attorney Benjamin S. Adamow- 
ski. Judge Cilella asked him to 
clarify his statement. 

“It’s a matter of quite a few 
police officers involved here,”’ 
Morrison said, ‘“‘and I would like 
to speak to Mr. Adamowski be- 
fore this case is heard.”’ 

The judge granted the request. 
Morrison conferred with Frank 
Ferlic, first assistant state’s at- 
torney, and Public Defender Ger- 
ald W. Getty. He said that he 
had, with the direct assistance 
of eight Summerdale policemen, 
looted stores of $150,000 worth 
of merchandise in the past two 
years, 

The story was fantastic and 
Ferlic was inclined” to doubt it. 
Morrison might be grasping for 
the last straw to keep himself out 
of prison, Besides, who would ac- 
cept the word of a criminal 
against a policeman? 

Getty thought a further check 
should be made of Morrison’s 
story, however, and he authorized 
an assistant, James J. Doherty, 
to work on the burglar’s leads. 
It took three months but Doherty, 
with a big assist from Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frank Wesolow- 
ski Jr., finally came up with 
clinching evidence. 


THE STORY BEGAN in 1957, 
shortly after Morrison had com- 
pleted a four-month jail sen- 
tence for petty larceny. The 
young man, product of a broken 
family, had previous convictions 
that included contributing to de- 
linquency (reduced from statu- 
tory rape) and burglary. 

“I got a job at a pizza place 
on West Bryn Mawr,” he told 
Doherty. “I wanted to go 
straight. But then I ran into a 
crooked cop.” 

The pizza restaurant was in- 
volved with police corruption in 
a small. way. Policemen had 
handed out traffic tickets to de- 
livery trucks which parked illeg- 
ally near the restaurant. The 
practice stopped when Morri- 
son’s boss invited the officers in 
for free meals. 

One day Morrison met an old 
acquaintance, Patrolman Frank 
P. Faraci of the Summerdale 
district. Faraci was in uniform, 
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RICHARD MORRISON ... "public-spirited burglar." 


on duty and drunk, Morrison re- 
lated. 

The conversation, as recalled 
by Morrison, was as follows: 

“Well, if it isn’t the little 
burglar, Richie,’’ Faraci said. 

‘“‘How are things?’’ Morrison 
asked. , 

“It could be better if you 
would cut us guys in on some of 
your jobs,” the policeman re- 
sponded, Faraci elaborated on 
what he meant by being ‘‘cut 
in,’? Morrison said, and the next 
thing Morrison knew he was 
working with Faraci and the 
seven other policemen. 


The gang operated like a 
mail order house. The police- 
men, Morrison said, placed 
orders for expensive house 
furnishings, boating equipment 
and other luxuries beyond the 
means of a $5500 a year patrol- 
man. 


Morrison and three other 
burglars engineered the break- 
ins, with policemen acting as 
lookouts, and the stolen goods 
were carted away in squad 
cars and cruising patrol wag- 
ons, 


The burglars took whatever 
cash they could find and the po- 
licemen divided the merchan- 
dise, Morrison said. Sometimes, 
he said, the burglars acted as 
lookouts for the policemen after 
the break-ins. 


Morrison’s disclosures, made 
in two statements totaling 107 
typewritten pages, went beyond 
the Summerdale district first in- 
volved. He said his Summerdale 
pals double-crossed him by tip- 
ping off detectives, who came 
around and extorted protection 
money from him. 


Morrison accused Lt. Sig- 
mund Wroblewski, Evanston 
detective chief, of taking a 
$2500 bribe to “go easy”. in 
testimony in a larceny case. 
The charge was indignantly 
denied, but Morrison produced 
a tape recording which pur- 
ported to be a conversation he 
had with the chief about the 
bribe. Wroblewski was sus- 
pended. ° 


The scandal reached the police 
custodian’s office at headquar- 
ters. Stories told by Morrison 
and others about switching of 
evidence indicated that the office 
was anything but a safe deposi- 
tory. 

State’s Attorney Adamowski 
trusted only a few key high- 
ranking men in the police de- 
partment.

It was revealed that 246 
large cartons containing liquor 
and women’s hosiery had béen 
removed through a _ three-foot 
hole in the wall, a job that must 
have taken more than five hours. 


Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents had said that the bur- 
glary could not have been &ac- 
complished without police pro- 
tection. Murray Frank & Asso- 
ciates is out of business as a re- 
sult of the loss. 


A citizen told of strange go- 
ings-on at the Summerdale dis- 
trict station. He went there one 
night to make a complaint. A 
drunken desk sergeant ordered 
him to leave or be locked up. 
Policemen standing around out- 
side the station explained they 
never went near the place when 
the sergeant was drinking. 

The operator of a dress shop 
reported the theft of $700 worth 
of accessories one afternoon dur- 
ing a 10-minute absence. She 
had left the door unlocked and 
had asked a policeman to watch 
the place. A _ detective later 
handed her $175 when she threat- 
ened to tell the mayor. She said 
the detective explained he had 
taken up a collection because 
‘‘we don’t want the station to 
get a bad name.”

IN THE DEAR, nostalgic days 
of the 1890s and early 1900s a 
vibrant, radiant young woman 
took the country by storm. She 
was the Gibson Girl, a brilliant 
invention, She was lovely, ani- 
mated, and unquestionably 
American. And today, though 
four change-filled decades have 
passed, more men are still in 
love with her than you might 
think, 

Why is-her appeal still so 
potent? She was far removed 
from our current notions of the 
ideal American woman. She was 
not particularly bright and not 
highly educated. She was not po- 
litically informed, and her s0- 
cial conscience, in present-day 
terms, was dormant. She could 
not cook or manage a home, nor 
did she resemble today’s pin-up 
girl, whose charms are so Can- 
didly revealed. 

Yet even now she evokes wor- 
shipful sighs from men _ too 
young ever to have known any- 
thing resembling her. One rea- 
son is that she was femininity 
incarnate without being sexy. 
And nowadays, when sex is por- 
trayed in such blatant detail, it 
is refreshing to be given the 
promise of future raptures rath- 
er than play-by-play accounts of 
bedroom romps. 

In any discussion of the Gib- 
son Girl there is a word,. now 
taboo, that one cannot avoid. 
She was a lady. In fact, John 
Ames Mitchell, founder of the 
original Life, explained that one 
of the reasons he accepted the 
first drawings of Charles Dana 
Gibson was that he could draw 
a lady. The Gibson Girl repre- 
sents the rosiest aspect of So- 
ciety at a period in American 
life when Society was more 
clearly defined, less complex, 
and far more admired than it is 
today. Gibson himself, by virtue 
of his birth, his engaging per- 
sonality, and his agreeable man- 
ners, had the entree to New 
York’s highest social circles and_ 
found the best it had to offer 
highly sympathetic. By “‘best’’ I 
mean a group of congenial peo- 
ple of established family, inherit- 
ed wealth, and cultivated tastes, 
who employed their leisure in 
genuinely graceful (not “gra- 
cious’) living. 

The Society that Gibson ap- 
proved of, and in which he was 
most at home, was the old guard 
—scornful of public entertainers

and of the attention of the press. 
A lady’s name appeared in news- 
papers just three times: when 
she was born, when she married 
and when she died. That Society 
stoutly resisted the idea that 
wealth and position are synony- 
mous, confident that in itself it 
represented all that was best and 
most important in American life. 
And many people of less exalted 
position agreed. 

It is hard to realize how wide- 
spread was the inferest in the 
doings of the socially prominent 
and how faithfully the magazines 
reported them. The American 
public read avidly and respect- 
fully of the ‘tat home” given by 
Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt in Newport in 1902 where an 
illuminated midway had been 
set up with Negro dancers, a 
shooting gallery, singing girls, 
and other exhibits. found in 
amusement parks, and at the far 
end, a theater where the New 
York cast and scenery of a cur- 
rent Broadway musical, ‘The 
Wild Rose,” had been trans- 
ported for the evening. 


The American public saw 
nothing to censure in the fact 
that several New York host- 
esses were able to serve a 
dinner for 100 guests on a few 
hours’ notice—no informal buf- 
fet, but the customary seven- 
or eight-course affair with ap- 
propriate wines, Servants there 
were, to be sure, in task-force 
strength, some large country 
places being staffed by as

many as 50 or 60. These en- 
tertainments were not paid for 
from expense accounts. The 
cost came from the host’s pri- 
vate purse. 


It. was against this glittering 
background that the Gibson Girl 
—beautiful, queenly, confident— 
moved in triumph. 

Yet, though her habitat was 
high society, she was the darling 
of the less affluent as well. She 
took the country by storm. In 


countless ‘houses all over the 
land, prints of Gibson’s drawings 
were hung on the walls and Gib- 
son’s long red picture books 
were on parlor tables. Manufac- 
turers put ‘‘Gibson Girl’ labels 
on all manner of women’s 
clothes. Spoons, plates, even wall 
paper were ornamented with her 
face. Her serene likeness was 
burned — through the cunning 
craft of pyrography — into wood 
or leather table tops, glove boxes, 
and umbrella stands. Songs 
were written in her honor. Tab- 
leaux Vivants, a favorite enter- 
tainment at bazaars, were based 
on a series of Gibson drawings. 

And together with this nation- 
wide recognition. of the Gibson 
Girl’s charms came a tidal wave 
of emulation. Girls all over the 
country wanted to be as nearly 
like her as_ possible. They 
dressed like her; they wore their 
hair like her. Nor did the young 
men escape her influence, The 
Gibson man was usually clean- 
shaven and strong-jawed, Many 
a luxuriant moustache was 
shaved off. The Gibson Girl was 
tall. Young men stood erect to 
try to gain inches, 

Just who was the original 
model for the Gibson Girl? Many 
people have said that she was 
Mrs, Gibson, the lovely Irene 
Langhorne from Virginia, one of 
four sisters of legendary beauty. 
It is true that after their mar- 
riage, Mrs. Gibson often posed 
for her husband, but the Gibson 
Girl was already in existence. 
She was a composite, not an in- 
dividual, The artist’s earliest

models were often young society 
girls who were only too happy to 
come, carefully chaperoned, to 
the attractive young man’s stu- 
dio for a sitting. (The original 
Gibson Man, by the way, was 
Richard Harding Davis, Gibson’s 
friend and author of numerous 
stories illustrated by the artist.) 

Everybody agrees that the 
Gibson Girl connotes romance. 
Love, courtship, and marriage 
are the themes that engaged 
Gibson’s liveliest interest. And 
he was truly romantic about his 
darling creation. It revolted him 
to think of a girl’s being married 
off for money, especially to an 
old man, and this subject ap- 
pears time after time. His fury 
was aroused also by those inter- 
national alliances in which Amer- 
ican dollars were exchanged for 
a foreign title. 

It is often said that the Amer- 
ican girl prior to World War I 
lived a pretty dull life and mostly 
indoors. Not so the Gibson Girl. 
As early as the 1890s we see her 
on the tennis court, on the golf 
links, and on a bicycle, even driv- 
ing a motor car. To be sure, 
when she went into the water 
at the seashore, she wore a 
decorous bathing suit (with the 
obligatory stockings). But she 
wore no bathing cap. Either she 
never got her head under water 
or Gibson couldn’t bear to hide 
her crowning glory. 

Actually, by the turn of the 
century, the outdoor life was an 
accepted thing in upper class 
circles, chiefly along the eastern 
seaboard. So, when Gibson put 
a racket or a niblick in his 
heroine’s graceful hand, he was 
reflecting the mores of that small 
sector of the social scene that 
most interested him. In his pre- 
occupation with romance, he was 
also quick to see that these 
games offered ideal situations 
for unchaperoned but wholly re- 
spectable association between 
the sexes. One of his best-known 
drawings, entitled ‘‘Is a Caddy 
Always Necessary?” depicts a 
young couple seated glumly on 
a bunker, hoping that their gan- 
gling young club carrier will 
realize their desire to be alone. 


Oddly enough, when the Gay 
Nineties are revived today in 
revue skit or greeting card, the 
spectacle bears no resemblance 
to the Gibson Girl or her circle. 
All the men have handle-bar 
moustaches and the girls are 
made up as Sweet Rosie 
O’Grady or Mamie O’Rourke. 
Very merry, very gay, but defi- 
nitely low life. The Gibson Girl 
was just as definitely high life. 
Moreover, whefeas these social 
modern revivals from the Bow- 
ery are comic valentines, the 
Gibson Girl defies caricature. 
She remains as she was cre- 
ated, immaculate and bewitch- 
ing. To burlesque her would 
be sacrilege.

HOLLYWOOD, MARCH 5 (AP) 

“I CAN’T even make my best 
friends believe that it was a 
mental breakdown—not booze— 
that put me in the psycho ward.” 

That is the lament of Jonathan 
Winters. The round-faced funny- 
man was talking of his tangle 
with police in San Francisco last 
May. . 

That was when officers pulled 
him from the rigging of an old- 
time sailing ship on exhibition at 
the waterfront, Winters told them 
he was from outer space and 
insisted he was entitled to climb 
the rigging. 

Then he raged, “This boat is a 
fake, It’s got an outboard motor 
on it.” . 

To his fans on the Jack Paar 
television show, the dialogue 
didn’t seem out of character for 
the multi-voiced comic. One long- 
time friend commented, “If he'd 
pulled it in Hollywood, no one 
— have thought anything’ of 
ae 

After a few weeks’ rest in a 
San Francisco hospital, Winters 
took an engagement at the Cres- 
cendo, a Sunset Strip night club. 
He played before packed houses 
five nights running, then sud- 
denly collapsed backstage. 

A ‘psychiatrist friend ordered 
lengthy rest and recuperation. 
But less than two weeks later, 
Jonathan showed up on the Paar 
show, fracturing audiences as 
before. 


Winters says frankly he used 
to drink—he’s a member of Al- 
coholics Anonymous—but main- 
tains it had nothing to do with 
his breakdown. In his’ own 
words: 


“I was long off the juice. I 
just was working too hard—20 
hours a day. I knew I was going 
te crack up—and I kept fighting 
it. Then it happened.”’ 

One business associate blames 


alcohol indirectly for Jonnie’s 
trouble. 


“Jonnie has often said that 
he was an alcoholic at 18. For 
more than a year he abstained. 
He does all right until he 
works in a night club, where 
everybody else is drinking. 
Then it becomes too great an 
emotional strain to keep away 
from liquor in the midst of 
plenty.” 


JONATHAN MAINTAINS the 
San Francisco incident was a 
mental, not an alcoholic, crack-

up. He says that over a period 
of months he substituted coffee 
for whisky and drank 25 to 40 
cups a day—then wondered why 
he couldn’t sleep. 


Contributing to the strain that 
taxed his mind is the fact that he 
writes all of his hilarious rou- 
tines himself—and many of them 
are classics. 


Winters has a weird, often 
macabre, sense of humor and a 
driving desire to be ‘‘on’”’ all the 
time. But he says, “I just can’t 
do that any more. You know, 
walk into a filling station at 4 
a.m. and say I’m one of the Dal- 
ton boys. Some attendants would 
laugh. Others had a little cor- 
onary reaction. 


“Any more of that—and whizz 
—I’m back in the zoo.” 


That’s his expression for the 
psychiatric ward. But it’s hard 
for Jonnie to confine his clown- 
ing to the stage. 


At a gabfest between Red Skel- 
ton, Herb Shriner, Milton Berle 
and other comics, Winters joined 
the group and was on straight 
for five hours, until listeners 
were exhausted from laughing. 


Jonnie certainly is a member 
of the sick school of comedy, 
but in a different way from 
Mort Sahl, Shelly Berman and 
Lenny Bruce. He calls himself 
a semi-sick comic. 


HE HAS a warmth with an 
audience that the others lack. In 
that quality he is reminiscent of 
Skelton. 

“I guess you would call my 
humor macabre,” Winters says, 
“put I like to be friendly too.” 

Winters as a Marine enlisted 
man saw combat in the South 
Pacific. One of his best acts is 
an imitation of a Marine lieu- 
tenant giving a pep talk to his 
men just before they hit the 
beach. 

It’s an inspiring plea to die 
gloriously for the Marine Corps. 
It winds up with the lieutenant 
saying: 

“I had hoped to be with you 
boys today but unfortunately...”

The two eminent thinkers clashed headlong in an ex- 
plosion of intellect that could be heard for miles. (Incidentally, 
the debate continues Sunday—KMOX-TV at 5 p.m.—so do 
watch it. It’s your life they’re talking about.) Teller disagrees 
flatly and absolutely that there is any reason to fear that 
human life will be extinguished on this planet. Unless, he 
qualified, one government goes “completely mad.” 

“His premise is that no government will be completely 
mad. But we have both lived in a time of a completely mad 
government (the Nazi government). There may at any 


moment be another completely mad government,” said. Lord 
Russell, 


I greatly admired Lord Russell for stating one 
undeniable though heretical opinion: “I think we 
minimize the amount of free speech the Russians en- 
joy and I think we enormously exaggerate the amount 
of free speech we have in the West,” he said. He 
pointed out that he had been jailed by his own gov- 
ernment for saying unpopular things and that, con- 
versely, he had been published in Russia. His great 
thought, though, is that we must stop thinking of the 
Russians as monsters or they will continue to act as 
monsters and conversely we must stop thinking of 


ourselves as the very pinnacle of virtue which we are 
not, 


>» MY SYMPATHIES are with Lord Russell but I must con- 
fess Teller is a formidable opponent and he yields not an inch 
to his great adversary. It was (and is, since it’s not over yet) 
a fine contest—as great in its way as the Russian-United 
States hockey game also on CBS-TV which I thought was one 
of the most exciting athletic events I ever saw on television 
or anywhere else. 


In the field of large but frequently muddy thoughts 
was “The Secret of Freedom” which was billed as 
Archibald MacLeish’s first television drama, although 
drama isn’t quite the word for it, on Sunday Show- 
case on NBC-TV. This one opened with the defeat of 
new school] taxes in Typicalville, U.S.A., (my phrase, 
not MacLeish’s) whereupon Tony Randall plunged 
through town asking large questions such as “Whither 
America?” of the garageman and the grocer and the 
librarian and got large chunks of philosophy in answer. 


HIS MAIN POINT—If I understood MacLeish correctly and 
it wasn’t always easy—was that America is softening, fat- 
tening, and foundering in a sea of materialism, that we have 
become a mass market instead of a nation, that we are in- 
terested entirely in having instead of in being. They were all 
good points and MacLeish’s upbeat conclusion was that a ‘“‘new 
birth of freedom,” is a constant state of affairs in America. 
There were many other challenging thoughts, few of which you 
will ever see stated so positively on television or anywhere 
else. 


The birth of self-criticism is a healthy thing. It’s high time 
we had a few self-doubts and especially time we examined 
that phrase ‘“‘richest and most powerful nation on earth’’ with 
some skepticism. However, while the thoughts were interest- 
ing, the form of expression I found terribly amateur. There’s 
a great difference between Lord Russell uttering, with over- 
whelming conviction, his own great ideas—and Tony Randall 


running around mouthing someone else’s.

INVESTING IN REAL ESTATE SYNDICATES: As small 
investors put more and more money into syndicates, hoping 
for high returns, some real estate men worry, reports a 
leading business journal. Formed by realty promoters who 
buy buildings and sell shares, many syndicates have been 
paying 10 per cent or more, with part of the return tax-free. 
But risks increase as inexperienced promoters enter field and 
syndicate marginal buildings. Also: Increased syndication 
tends to make building owners hold out for higher prices, 
reducing yields to investors. Moreover, high yields have 
been due in part to tax advantages but the Treasury now 
considers raising syndicate taxes. A syndicate can be a 
good investment but you need, here as elsewhere, to know 
what you’re doing or to get expert advice. 


> IMPROVING YOUR HOME: When you do, consider the 
effect on resale value. Each year now, homeowners invest 
4 billion in additions and alterations. Many increase resale 
values. But while adding a room can make a house worth 
more, there are cases where such an addition provides needed 
extra living space yet adds nothing to value because it spoils 
layout and traffic pattern, Also worth remembering: over- 
improving a house, in terms of others in the neighborhood, 
can be a bad investment. When you resell, you'll probably 
find it tough to get a buyer willing to pay, say, $25,000 for a 
house originally worth $15,000 into which you’ve put $10,000 
in improvements, but which is surrounded by $15,000 houses. 


» TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Here’s a new door-to-door 
racket you may encounter. A “repairman” comes to check 
your vacuum cleaner, reports it’s in bad shape, tries to sell 
you a high-priced new one.

Census Count to Start April 1, With 
Questions for All Plus Extras for 
One of Every 4 Residents; More 


City, County Enumerators Needed

taking has been a preoccupation of mankind ever since. and this 
year the United States Government has great expectations of 


taking the best census ever. 


More than 50 nations will take 
censuses this year, but the cham- 
pionship should go to the United 
States without a contest. We are 
behind in missiles, Castro doesn’t 
like us and the Army has with- 
drawn Elvis Presley from West 
Germany, but if any nation is 
ahead of us in census questions 
it is keeping the matter quiet. 

The Bureau of the Census, an 
underling of the Department of 
Commerce, expects a_ record 
number of answers this year be- 
cause the Bureau ‘estimates that 
the population is 20,000,000 larger 
than it was in 1950. 

Some citizens will not. like 
some of the questions and will 
demand to know what in the 
name of Thomas Jefferson goes 
on here. 


Like it or not, the citizen 
must answer and answer 
straight. The penalty for re- 
fusal to answer is a fine up to 
$100 and 60 days in jail, or 
both. The penalty fer false 
answer is up to $500 fine and 
a year in jail, or both. 


Happily, the public generally 
takes the census questions with 
as much good grace as it does 
the prying of any other poll. 
Robert Albers of the Bureau of 
Census regional office in St. 
Louis said that the census does 
not have any one question that 
causes people to rebel. 


“T guess the closest we come 
to a problem question,” Albers 
said, ‘tis the one about a person’s 
age, and we get very little ob- 
jection to that. The question that 
comes closest to the age question 
is the one on income.” 


The census-taking will open 
April 1, a. date that does not 
prove a thing about the bureau’s 
sense of humor. The census of 
the population has begun on All 
Fool’s day every tenth year since 
1890 and if the choice of date 
originally was intended as a joke 
everybody now in office has for- 
gotten about it. 

Currently, the bureau feeling 
is that April 1 is coming fast, 
ready or not. Statisticians have 
figured that the 1950 census of an 
aggregate United States popula- 
tion of 154,233,234 was a short 
count by at least 1.5 per cent 
due to census-taker errors. How 
the statisticians figured the error 
may be wonderfully clear to 
another statistician, but Albers 
indicated life is too short to go 
into the matter. The proved 
error satisfies the bureau and 
the bureau is determined to 
make war on errors in this cen- 
sus. 

Consequently, the tests re- 
quired of persons applying for a 
census-taking job have been 
made more difficult. The conse- 
quence of that is, the ranks are 
filling slowly. 

“We are appealing for census- 
takers, or enumerators as we 
call them,‘* Albers said. ‘‘Some 
say the test is too difficult. Peo- 
ple who were enumerators for us 
in the 1955 Agricultural Census, 
for instance, came back to ap- 
ply for a job in the 1959 Ag 
Census and flunked the test. So 
far about 50 per cent of the peo- 
ple taking the test for this cen- 


sus are flunking and at the pres- 
ent rate we’ll have to test about 
2600 people here to get the force 
we need to take the census in 
the city and the county.” 

The local demands are for 786 
enumerators in the city and 555 
in the county. Average pay is 
about $12 a day, subject to with- 
holding tax and the other usual 
discomforts. The government 
does not give an employe’s dis- 
count. 

An Advance Census Report 
Form, a four-page sheet done 
in the inimitable style of the 
Government Printing Office and 
bearing a family resemblance to 
the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment’s popular income-tax form, 
will be mailed to every house- 
hold known to the Postal De- 
partment. The Census Bureau’s 
fond hope is that every head of 
household will have sat down, 
counted noses, filled in blanks 
and be prepared to simplify the 
census-taker’s job when he ar- 
rives. 

One of every four residents 
in the city and county will 
have more questions to answer. 
Chosen at random, 25 per cent 
of the population will undergo 
the ‘“‘Household Questionnaire for 
the 1960 Census of Population 
and Housing.’’ This question- 
naire was introduced in 1940 and

is the most heart-to-heart talk 
any government ever had with 
its citizens. The information it 
doesn’t want isn’t worth hiding 
in the closet anyway. 


The housing section of this 
questionnaire reads like the 
dying wish of a nosy relative. 
After the citizen confesses all 
on the pedigree of his house, 
he is to state what he is worth 
in washers, television sets, ra- 
dios and automobiles, state his 
rent, give his gas, water and 
electric costs, and declare how 
he is fixed for bathrooms, sew- 
er lines and septic tanks, 


The second section of the ques- 
tionnaire gives him the opportu- 
nity to cover his education, his 
salary and ‘‘How did he get to 
work last week? (Check one) 
Railroad . . . Subway or elevat- 
ed ... Bus or streetcar... 
Taxicab . . . Private auto or 
car pool ... Walk only... 
Worked at home.”’ 

The short census form, the one 
that will be the only form an- 
swered by three out of four city 
and county residents, does not 
inquire about salaries. Most city 
and county residents will be re- 
quired to answer the same ques- 
tions: How many people in the 
house, their ages, the relation- 
ships and the race, plus a half- 


» 
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dozen or so questions on the 
plumbing in the place. City 
homeowners will be asked to es- 
timate the market value of their 
homes. 

Large cities have special pri- 
vileges in the census. Their ad- 
ministrations may use the cen- 
sus to get a line on a problem 
vexing the city. New York City 
this year has a box that reads 
as follows: ‘‘Where was this 
person born? U. S. —— Puerto 
Rico —— Elsewhere —.” 
Check one. 


A city of more than 50,000 re- 
ceives an extra service from the 
Bureau of Census, a_ block-by- 
block breakdown of the informa- 
tion. A city of fewer than 50,000 
can receive the same service for 
a fee paid in advance. Ferguson 
and University City residents 
will receive the same form St. 
Louis citizens receive. Univer- 
sity City had an estimated popu- 
lation of 40,000 to 50,000 and paid 
its fee for the special service 
but is confidently expecting the 
census to prove it has more than 
50,000. This will give the Univer- 
sity City administration the 
pleasure of a refund from the 
Bureau of Census, 


All census forms bear a no- 


tice that “The law . . . guar- 
antees that the information fur-

nished will be accorded confi- 
dential treatment. The census 
report cannot be used for pur- 
poses of taxation, investiga- 
tion or regulation.” 


No government _ statistician 
ever has calculated the percen- 
tage of comfort given by that 
statement but the census-takers 
will get a good grass-roots idea 
of it when they greet every 
fourth county resident with the 
news that he has been picked, 
“by chance,” to answer “extra 
questions.”” The extra questions 
are good old ‘‘Household Ques- 
tionnaire for the 1960 Census of 
Population and Housing.” 

The householder can console 
himself with the thought that 
census-taking always has been 
a mark of distinguished civiliza- 
tions. The Babylonians and the 
Chinese were census-takers 50 
centuries ago, 25 centuries be- 
fore the Egyptians began to map 
their country and to count their 
people. The Israelites took cen- 
suses. Christ was born in a sta- 
ble while His parents were re- 
turning home to comply with 
Roman census requirements. 

Rome was the champion cen- 

sus-taker of the ancient world 

and the United States is the 
present record-holder for a con- 
tinued series of censuses. The 

United States has been taking a 
census every 10 years since 
1790. Sweden was the first 
among modern nations to take a 
census, in 1749, but the Swedes 
were not consistently curious 
enough to make a steady prac- 
tice of it thereafter. 

Census-taking in the United 
States originally was chiefly im- 
portant for apportioning each 
state’s number of representatives 
in the House of Congress. The 
census still determines that. The 
bureau, determined to leave no 
citizen unturned, or unrepresent- 
ed, experimented with counting 
sleepers on park benches for the 
1960 census, but gave it up as too 
inconclusive. 

The bureau has decided to stay 
with one experiment that worked 
out rather well. This year it will 
include all-night movies in its 
door-to-door count. In a test 
case, the lights were turned on 
at 2 a.m. in an all-night movie 
and census-takers stood at every 
exit. The patrons are said to 
have been as surprised to see 
them as Adam was to see Eve.

Lady Astor at 80: ‘Forget Past, Don’t Fear Future’

LONDON, March 5 (AP). 


IN HER EIGHTY-FIRST 
YEAR, the irresponsible, iras- 
cible, outrageous Lady Astor is 
still spouting Astorisks. 

Consider these: 

“T stopped celebrating birth- 
days when I was 32—but I’m a 
rather aging 32 now.” 

Or: “Women like men for 
what they are, not what they 
look like. Men like women for 
what they look like, not for 
what they are:” 

With a long, beautifully boned 
face, a surprisingly unwrinkled 
the aristocratic 
nose of the thoroughbred, she 
faintly resembles a. handsome 
painting of George Washington’s 
horse. 

She’s still frisky, too. “I still 
like a nimble game of golf,’’ she 
said not long ago. 


At an age when many ladies 
are in a wheel chair, Lady Astor 
maintains the quick, erect car- 
riage of her youth. 


She takes regular exercises 
every morning. She still jumps 
into a cold bath before break- 
fast, and she keeps her rooms 
colder than most people do. 

“I’m an open-air person,” she 
explained to a visitor who com- 
plained of a draft. “I like to 
keep tough.” 

Her rule for mental health 
is simple: “Forget the past 
and don’t fear the future.” 

From the sweep of time, take 
these at-random barbs: 

“I married beneath me. All 
women do.” 

“T hope my husband is a mil- 


I married him for.” 

The first woman ever to sit in 
Britain’s House of Commons, 
she was seldom in her seat. For 
25 years she spent more of her 

time on her feet, giving her 
views on practically everything. 

With Sir Winston Churchill 
looking on, she once told the 

House: 

“I have voted against my 
party many times and Winston 
Churchill asked me to leave it— 

but I told him I was not as used 
to changing my party as he 
was.” 

Lady Astor has always been a 

, Stanch, but often defiant, mem- 
ber of the Conservatives. 

Of rough and tough Laborite 
Bessie Braddock, Lady Astor 
once said: ‘I take off my hat 
to her—but I wouldn’t put hers 
on.” 

No one has ever over-awed 
her. To Joseph Stalin she ad- 
dressed in 193l—during a visit 
to the Kremlin—remarks no man 
ever dared make. 

“Why do you insist on 
carrying on a czarist form of 
government?” she asked. 

‘‘What do you mean?” asked 
Stalin. 

“You know what I mean,” 
she snorted, “shooting your 
enemies without trial and all 
that sort of thing.’’ 

And there was the time she 
was sitting talking to King Ed- 
ward VII. They were interrupt- 
ed by a woman society figure 
who insisted, with some empha- 


sis, that the king should join a. 


game of bridge. 

“Only if Mrs. Astor joins in,” 
replied the king with old-fash- 
joned gallantry. 
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“TI wouldn’t know the differ- 
ence between a king and a 
knave,”” came back Mrs. Astor. 
The king roared with laughter. 


She’s even taken a slam at 
motherhood, saying: “All this 
sentimental slush peddled about 
mothers and motherhood is just 
too sickening. Motherhood is 
only a quality of mind and out- 
look.”’ 


(Lady Astor is the mother of 
six children, fivg sons and a 
daughter, and one of a family 
of 11.) 


She’s outspoken on the subject 
of fathers, too. At least on her 
own father. “I take no credit 
for being a suffragette,”’ she 
once told guests at a large pub- 
lic luncheon. “I had a father 
who would have made any 
woman a suffragette. 


didn’t want any children. She 
had 11.” 
Lady Astor overflows with 


moral and physical courage— 
and an unmatched audacity. 
One night during the last war 
a German incendiary flamed 
down upon the roof of her big 
home in Plymouth. Explosive 
bombs were raining from the 
night sky, too. 


To a group of men huddling 
with her beneath the deluge of 
deadly objects, she commanded: 
“Come on, where in hell are 
the sand buckets?” 


In spite of all her outrageous 
outbursts, her close friends say 
she has a hidden tenderness. 


Age has slowed her, but her 
daily pace is still brisk. 

She works with her private 
charities. She attends corner- 
stone layings and monument un- 
veilings. And usually she lets 
her presence be known. 

Back in October she watched, 
with a stern expression, United 
States Ambassador John Hay 
(Jock) Whitney unveil a statue 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. 


To a reporter she snapped: 
“I think it would have been 
more appropriate if I had done 
the unveiling. I’m delighted 
he did it; of course, but he’s 
a Yankee. He was born in 
Maine. I’m a Virginian.” - 


Lady Astor became British 
when she married her husband, 
Waldorf Astor. But she has re- 
mained an unregimented South- 
erner in her feelings. 

She was born May 19, 1879, on 
her father’s Virginia estate. He 
was Chiswell Dabney Lang- 


Old Dominion. Shortly after her 
debut in Richmond in 1897, she 
married a Northerner, Robert 
Gould Shaw, a Bostonian. They 
were divorced in 1903. 

On a sea voyage to Europe 
after the divorce, she met Astor. 
They became engaged and were 
married in London the same 
year. 

Not long ago she paid him a 
beautiful tribute. “I love men,” 
she told a luncheon meeting. 
‘We can’t do without them. You 
see, I’m only half the person 
without my husband. He gave 
me so much.” Her husband died 
seven years ago. 

Her son Michael said some of 
the most outspoken things ever 
said about her when he wrote 
recently of her in a British 
magazine. 

He referred to her “‘discon- 
certing lack of scruple.’’ He said 
this would show itself ‘‘when 
her will was challenged.’”’ He 
also said she gave an occasional 
“appearance of ruthlessness, 
which was elemental and unpre- 
dictable.”’ 

He even referred to her 
“overbearing desire to get her 
own way.” 

Asked about this, Lady Astor 
replied: 

‘‘Michael’s a highly strung 
boy. . . . Perhaps I’ve been a 
little tough, but I didn’t think 
I'd ever been tactless, or ruth- 
less, or overbearing.” 

At 65—after 25 years in the 
House of Commons—Lady Astor 
decided she didn’t want to run 
again. Asked recently if she 
missed it, she replied: 

“Yes, I miss the House—but 
the House doesn’t miss me.”

Film Actors’ Strike 
Threat to Industry 


. THE STRIKE of the Screen Actors Guild, set for tomorrow, 
might prove a bad blow to the film industry already beset by 
problems, unless a settlement is reached. A strike would imme- 
diately close down theater-picture production. 

The threatened strike, like the Writers Guild strike which be- 
gan Jan. 16, is over payment to the creative artists of shares of 
the sale of post-1948 movies to television. Actors feel that if the 
backlog of more than 2000 newer pictures, estimated to be worth 
$350,000,000 to $500,000,000, is sold to TV, theater movie production 
will decline still more, because public attendance at new movies 
will be cut d@wn. They feel TV production would decline too, 
because of the saturation of the new film purchases, Thus many 
actors would be put out of work. 

Actually the actors would prefer that the films not be sold, 
and offered settlement on that basis. But, with their immense 
value, it seems inevitable the pictures will be sold, since the stu- 
dios claim they need the money to finance future production and 
in many cases, to put pictures into the black. 


At first the producers threatened to move production 
abroad, or to other parts of the country—a process of de- 
centralization sometimes called “runaway” production— 
which has been going on for some time (only one of the 
current five Academy Award nominee films, “The Diary 
of Anne Frank,” was made in Hollywood.) The actors 
said the Mexican and English screen actors unions had 
agreed to support them to counteract this, and they ex- 
pected support from the French and Italian actors. Now 
the big companies are threatening to sell their studios and 
rent them back for production to avoid overhead. Question: 
who would buy them if they were all thrown on the market 
at once as liabilities? 


THE ACTORS last week scored a significant breakthrough 
by signing Universal-International studios to a three-year con- 
tract, giving actors 6 per cent of the total gross of receipts for 
distribution for pictures made between Aug. 1, 1948, and Jan. 31, 
1960. This would go to 7 per cent after the latter date. The pay- 
ment is after a 40 per cent expenditure for distribution, if the 
company distributes the films, or 10 per cent if they are sold out- 
right to TV. The studio also agreed to pay 5 per cent of all actors’ 
earnings into a pension and welfare fund. 

The Writers Guild also signed with Universal Feb. 25 for a 2 
per cent payment. The writers have signed with some independent 
producers, notably those financed by and releasing through United 
Artists, and the SAG is trying to reach separate agreements with 
the independents. Frank Sinatra and Tony Curtis productions 
signed. 


The Screen Actors Guild has 14,000 members. After a 
long deadlock on their expired contract, they voted in a ref- 
erendum two weeks ago, 5866-1166, to empower their board 
to call a strike. Although many big stars, who are also in- 

’ @ependent producers, are reported resentful of this action, 

’ fit is also true that the featured players, no matter how 

. minor, are essential to a picture, except if it is a rarity like 
“The World, the Flesh and the Devil,”’ which had only three 
roles. 


MOST ACTORS aren't even comfortably well off, and a lot of 
them are habitually unemployed. An official of the SAG, accus- 
ing the producers of a short-sighted, belligerent attitude, said that 
69 per cent of all Guild actors earn less than $4000 yearly, and 85 
per cent less than $10,000. 

. Because of the threatened strike, far fewer films were started 
in January and February than usual. Some were being rushed to 
completion, as ‘‘From the Terrace,” starring Paul Newman. The 
producers claimed a backlog of product to carry them over a 
strike, but there already was a shortage. It was evident a strike 
would open the way for a walk-in of European product. Many of 
the big studios had already negotiated for the release of English 
films or foreign language films dubbed in English. 


Controversy on Red-Suspected Artists 

There is also another Hollywood controversy flaring, 
the open defiance of the American Legion on its threat to 
beycott films employing so-called ‘“Seviet indoctrinated” 
writers, directors or actors, and the apparent cracking of 
the Waldorf Declaration of 1947 in which the Motion Pic- 
ture Asseciation of America agreed not to employ such 
artists, 


OTTO PREMINGER, director-producer, announced he will 
give credit to Dalton Trumbo for the screen play based on the 
Leon Uris novel, ‘“‘Exodus,”’ to be made in Israel. Trumbo was 
officially barred by the major studios because of his conviction 
of contempt of Congress in 1947 for refusing to answer questions 
of the House Un-American Activities committee. He has never 
admitted he was a Communist. 

Preminger, who says he hates Communism, said he was hir- 
ing Trumbo for his ability, not his political beliefs; Preminger 
did not conceal the fact by allowing the writer to use a pseudo- 
nym, as he indicated some major studios did. He did not sign the 
Waldorf declaration. 


Universal-International is pondering whether Trumbo 
should receive screen credit as writer of the script for 
“Spartacus,” which, at $10,000,000, is its most expensive 
movie. U.I. was a party to the 1947 agréement, but on the 
other hand, it did not hire Trumbo. Trumbo was hired by 
Bryna Productions, an independent company headed by 
Kirk Douglas, who stars in the film with Laurence Olivier, 
Tony Curtis and Jean Simmons. 


HOWARD FAST, author of the novel from which the screen- 
play was written, said he was directly responsible for half the 
script. Fast, once an admitted Red, has renounced Communism, 
If U.I. credits Trumbo, it risks a boycott. 

Stanley Kramer, who also did not sign the 1947 agreement, 
announced he would hire any writer he wished, and signed Hedrick 
Young, who also defied the Congressional committee, to write the 
script for “Inherit the Wind.””

Hellman Drama Superior

ALTHOUGH “Toys in the Attic” is not the greatest play in 
the world it is head and shoulders above the level of the season, 
and it provides opportunities for some extraordinary acting. 


Lillian Hellman, who wrote it, 
has a mind of her own. In her 
new play, which opened at the 
Hudson last week, she is back 
in Louisiana, which has’ pro- 
vided material for some of her 
best work, but off in a new 
direction. 

Most of her characters are the 
penurious middle class. What 
they think they need is money. 
Carrie Berniers’ (Maureen Sta- 
pleton) and Anna Berniers (Anne 
Revere) are, hard-working spin- 
sters whose chief joy in life is 
helping their ne’er-do-well broth- 
er, Julian (Jason Robards Jr.) 


Although he is a good-hu- 
mored young man and loyal to 
his sisters, he has consistently 
failed in everything he has at- 
tempted, “Toys in the Attic” 
is the story of how he strikes 
it rich, by entering into a 
scheme to mulct a tycoon. It 
is also the story of how in- 
nocent, well-meaning people 
can do more harm than the 
people whose motives are evil. 
By being over-protective and 
over-ambitious for him, the 
sisters have pushed Julian be- 
yond his strength. By being 
childish and selfish, Julian’s 
young wife wrecks his scheme 
for grabbing a small fortune 
in a slick deal. 

SOME OF Miss Hellman’s 
plays have been so shrewdly 
constructed that the mechanism 
seemed to hum too sweetly. 
“Toys in the Attic’? could do 
with a little of her familiar 
talent for putting things to- 
gether neatly, In the first half 
of the evening it seemed, to 
be marking time and holding 
back the secrets so rigidly that 
it lacks a theme. In fact, ‘‘Toys 
in the Attic’ is so full of. pre- 
liminary secrets that it is not 
particularly interesting until the 
second act is coming to a con- 
clusion.

TV producers and cereal manufacturers hardly qualify as 
educators, so, rather than let the potential slip away from 
them, the sponsor turned the program over to the National 
Education Association (N.E.A.) and now boasts 150,000 sub- 
scribing teachers with a student body of 7,000,000. 

Every three weeks the N.E.A. mails out complete lesson 
plans covering three ‘“‘High Road” shows. As anybody who 
ever has been involved with teachers knows, drawing up 
lesson plans is a difficult and time-consuming task. Therefore 
the comprehensive expertly prepared lesson plans for the 
Gunther show are welcomed in classrooms from coast to coast. 

NOT EVERY show is used for class discussion. A re- 
cent program on life among the Eskimos was probably utilized 
by younger students while an earlier one on Moscow Univer- 
sity was undoubtedly a high school assignment. 

In co-operation with the N.E.A., the cereal people sponsor 
a teacher’s award program which offers prizes to teachers 
who best use ‘‘High Road” to increase students’ understanding 
of other people and places. The main prizes are summer trips, 
which are N.E.A. approved and offer college credit. 

When “High Road” began author John Gunther did little 
more than recite the Hollywood-supplied narration. However, 
he found the narrations sticking in his well-traveled throat 
and he now supervises the writing as well as serving as host.

“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Why can’t I lose weight? My hus- 
band was put on a strict diet by the doctor and as I am a little 
on the heavy side, I ate exactly as he did, He lost 30 pounds 
in three months, I didn’t lose any. Can you tell me why?

I guess so. Husbands 
are somewhat bigger than 
wives and hence need 
somewhat more calories. 
Men may not really work 
harder than their wives, 
but they often have jobs 
that require more strenu- 
ous exértion, which uses 
up more calories. Men 
also are outdoors a bit 
more in cold weather. 
Even standing on the cor- 
ner, waiting for a_ bus, 
uses up calories. 

Believe me, I do not underestimate the hard work wives 
do. But a big car uses more gas than a smaller car, and a 
man weighing 180 pounds can absorb more food without get-

And there are two other things that make it harder for 
women to reduce, One, it’s easier for them to grab a snack 
of, say 50 or 75 calories, in the kitchen than it is for a man, 
who doesn’t have the opportunity for nibbling.

(Some 
tumors are quite harmless; some become so big they 
have to be removed, or they interfere in some way and 
must be removed. But they are still benign.) 

A certain proportion of tumors, however, are 
malignant—that is, unless halted, they will cause death. 
A malignant tumor is cancer, 

So, you see, tumors may be either benign or malig- 
nant, but cancer is always malignant.

IT’S TIME TO RELAX in the 
eased silhouettes that the Ameri- 
can designers have created for 
spring. 

There will be no protest from 
the Parisian couturiers, judging 
by the easy-fitting modes that 
they, too, have launched. 

Pictures of the French styles 
shown in newspapers and maga- 
zines and on the television 
screen during the past week 
once again prove that designers 
on this side of the Atlantic can 
hold their own against the Euro- 
pean competition. In fact they 
are a few jumps ahead of the 
French couturiers. 

While there are extremes, such 
as the low-bloused and baggy 
top that looks something like 
the glorified flapper chemise of 
the twenties, most of the clothes 
that the famed Paris makers 
advocate are long-waisted, subtly 
shaped with bias cuts, and flat- 
tering to the figure.

Big heads are in vogue 
this spring, whether the fashion 
stems from Paris, New York or 
St. Louis. 


Smartest shape for a dress, 
judging by the themes that most 
of the style creators are present- 
ing, has the elongated torso and 
a skirt section animated by 
tiers, pleats or a tunic. Floating 
panels, sheer panniers, and flut- 
tering overskirts contribute the 
mobile emphasis to late day and 
evening clothes.

NEW YORK, March 5 (UP!) 
MAN a person has had the problem of

for paying him all that money during the 
past three years. 

Once the toast of television with his 
"Mr. Peepers” series, and a considerable 
flop with his “Hiram Holliday" outing. 
Wally now appears only a half dozen times 
a year on the NBC network. His most re- 
cent appearance was on the Bob Hope 
special two weeks ago. 

"| don't expect to sign another wonderful 
contract like this one for the rest of my 
life," Cox said modestly. “The TV industry 
is very childish. It pays tremendous prices 
when you're hot—whatever that is—without 
considering whether you've improved that 
much as a performer. 

“My original contract with NBC for five 
years was canceled after ‘Peepers’ started 
rolling. They signed me to a new one at 
$50,000 a year, dropped their yearly op- 
tions and made it run for seven years. It 
was their idea. But | must say | liked it 
very much." 

Almost two years ago Wally felt a tremor 
of conscience, taking the network's hard- 
earned money for doing next to nothing. 
Unselfishly, he offered his services in a non- 
performing capacity. 

"It was suggested that | check in at 
Special Projects, where | was assigned to

In the Machine Age, Mechanical Art

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| Abstract Paintings 
at Touch of Button

ACHINES that make paintings and paintings that are ma. 
chines fascinated some viewers, unnerved others at an 
exhibition at the Staempfli Gallery in New York City. The in. 
genious devices are the inventions of Jean Tinguely, a 34-year. 
old Swiss - born artist. 

Latest and most spectacular of Tinguely’s art machines are 
those that can go on almost endlessly drawing abstract designs 
without repeating themselves. These electrically-driven con- 

with their pulleys, belts, cams and shafts, bear a strong 
family resemblance to Rube Goldberg inventions. Anyone, with or 
without artistic talent, can operate the machine and produce a 
somewhat credible abstraction within minutes. 

Tinguely says his drawing machine annoys some abstract 

ionist artists because they consider it a re affront 
to their work. Others, he reports, have been ghted and in- 
trigued with the machine’s results. 

In his first American showing, Tinguely also exhibited kinetic 
constructions to be enjoyed as paintings or sculptures. The mov- 
ing paintings contain pieces in abstract-design shapes that are 
made to revolve by a mechanism behind the board to which they 
are attached. Even more versatile are his sculpture creations, 
which combine design and movement, and also make sound. 

ly has coined the word “meta-mechanism” for his 
art osophy. He calls the kinetic constructions “metca- 
machines” and the drawing machines “meta-matic machines.” 
The prefix “meta,” denoting “beyond” or “higher,” is Tinguely’s 
attempt to explain that his creations are not machines in the con- 
ventional sense of being precise, regular and repetitive. He en- 
dows his constructions with an erratic, non-repeating dimension 
which he describes as “the functional use of chance.” 

Tinguely has been in rebellion against regularity and ortho 
doxy since an early age. He turned to art at the age of 14, er- 
ratically attended art school, joined a sculptor’s colony in Paris 
and began his “meta-mechanistic” constructions. He exhibits 
every year in Europe. During his American showing, he has 
sold 10 “meta - machines.” 

Tinguely began work last Monday at the Museum of Modem 
Art on a “meta-machine” that will take its own life. When

The 15- week 
course in genetics is presented both on 
campus via classroom movies and to the 
general public by television. Three of the 
teachers are Nobel Prize winners.

Also, the university now can teach 
genetics to more students in one semester 
an have been taught in classrooms for 
20 years. However, the Very Rev. Paul C. 
Reinert S.J., president of St. Louis University, 
observes that education by television can 
never substitute for a live classroom with 
its give-and-take discussion, but it has great 
value as a supplementary method. 

The course, the first in the biological 
sciences to be televised, was started last 
month. It is composed of 45 half-hour 
filmed lectures on heredity and reproductive 
variations. The films are shown at the rate 
of three a week. KETC televises one in the 
morning and repeats it at night, and the uni- 
versity has a classroom session with a film 
the same day it is on television. Three

hours of credit are offered to those taking the 
lectures on campus or for credit at home. For 
television students at home the cost is $72 
plus $10 for registration and $11.50 for books. 
The campus class has 38 students. The 
number of home viewers is estimated at more 
than 500, though only eight are enrolled for 
credit at present. e than 200 copies of 
a workbook designed for the course have 
been sold. The arrangement is such that a 
student may see and hear the same lecture 
three times if he so desires —in class at the 
university, and morning and night on TV. 
The idea for the course originated with 
Dr. Irwin H. Herskowitz, associate professor 
of biology at St. Louis University, when he 
was struck by the shortage of fully - trained 
geneticists on faculties throughout the coun- 
try. He served as co-ordinator in produc- 
tion of the films in a commercial studio at 
Kansas City last summer, after McGraw- 
Hill Book Co. agreed to underwrite the cost. 
McGraw-Hill publishes the textbook and 
also a workbook written by Dr. Herskowitz 
to go with the lectures. The films will be 
available for world-wide use for education. 
The presentation here was made pos- 
sible by a $58,300 grant to St. Louis Uni- 
versity and KETC by the Ford Foundation’s 
Fund for Advancement of Education. KETC 
is giving six other courses in speech, social 
problems, English and world literature, 
American history and audiovisual educa- 
tion. Sponsors are Washington University, 
the University of Missouri, Lindenwood 
College and Southern Illinois University.

TY -ONE YEARS AGO, a group of young housewives be- 
gan playing volleyball every Tuesday morning at the Sher- 
man Community Center, at Easton avenue and Kingshighway.

HIS THIRD OVERSEAS TOUR since last summer, President Eisenhower 

rides triumphantly through a blizzard of confetti and streamers in Rio 
de Janeiro (photo at left). An estimated 750,000 persons turned out in the 
Brazilian capital to give the visiting President a New York-like welcome. 
Rio newspapers described the rousing demonstration as the city’s biggest ever 
for a foreign chief of state. 

Huge crowds appeared at virtually every stop Mr. Eisenhower made 
during his swing through South America. His reception in Buenos Aires ex- 
ceeded even that in Rio, and was matched in Santiago. As during his trip 
to Asia, Africa and Europe last December, the President's personal mag- 
netism seemed to touch those who watched him pass by. 

The South American journey, to Brazil, Argentina, Chile and Uruguay, 
was designed to counteract the widespread feeling in Latin America that it 
has been neglected by the United States. Preliminary reactions indicated 
that Mr. Eisenhower achieved a good measure of success. But in the months 
ahead South America will be watching Washington closely to see if U.S. 
policies follow the President's actions and words. The words were care- 
fully tailored to avoid tangible promises on any big scale. Some presidential 
advisers were disturbed by the fact that at receptions both in Argentina and 
Brazil, guests were mainly industrialists and big landowners. There was 
littke contact with writers, labor leaders, educators. 

The tour, scheduled to end today with the President's arrival in Wash- 
ington, was marred by a tragedy in Rio. A U.S. Navy transport plane col- 
lided in mid-air with a Brazilian airliner, killing 6] persons— including 19 
Navy band members who were on their way to play for Mr. Eisenhower.

No date has been set for 
the wedding, but it is expected to 
be some time before Margaret be- 
comes 30 on August 21. Armstrong- 
Jones, who will be 30 tomorrow, is 
the son a prominent London 
lawyer and was educated at Eton 
and at Jesus College, Cambridge. 
Princess Margaret’s most publi- 
cized romance, with British Air Force 
Captain Peter Townsend, ended in 
1955 when the Princess announced 
she would bow to royal and religious 
opposition to her marrying a di- 
vorced man.

BARRACKS ATMOSPHERE last week replaced the dignified, club- 
A like air that usually prevails in the United States Senate. The 
long - heralded, election - year battle over civil rights legislation was 
on. At the outset, the Senate went into round-the-clock debate, de- 
signed to wear down Southern opposition. Army cots were set up 
in rooms near the Senate Chamber, so Senators could catch naps 
yet quickly return to the floor at crucial turns. 

With the passage of some form of new federal safeguards for 
Negro voting rights virtually certain, a band of 16 Southern Senators 
battled to keep any new rights measure as weak as possible. Their 
weapons were talk and skillful use of parliamentary procedure. But 
the Southerners’ arsenal of words was undermined by the fact that 
pro -civil-rights forces almost certainly could vote to limit debate. 

The pro - civil - rights forces included Northern and Western Demo- 
crats and Republicans. Besides their numerical superiority, they drew 
strength from the fact that the Democratic field marshal was Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas, the shrewd Senate majority leader. Although a 
Southerner, he knows that without an affirmative record on civil rights 
he can make no serious bid for the Democratic presidential nomination.

PETS FOR PEACE 


U.S. cows, Russian bears build international goodwill 
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by FRED BLUMENTHAL 


Ever had to shake paws with a four-footed diplomat? 
Or arrange a banquet of hay for an ambassador? 

That’s what striped-pants human diplomats are 
learning to do these days. Animals are stampeding into 
international relations at such a rate that the average 
foreign office man now could probably use a course in 
zoology to be successful at his job. 

Take the case of Soviet Premier Khrushchev and 
President Eisenhower. They don’t speak the same 
language, nor do they or their nations agree on such 
issues as disarmament or H-bomb tests. But when it 
comes to cows, Khrushchev and Eisenhower see eve 
to eye. During Khrushchev’s visit to the U.S., the 
President presented him with a prize Aberdeen Angus 
heifer from his own Gettysburg stock. The Soviet 
Premier was delighted. 

The heifer was just one of dozens of animal diplo 
mats that travel one country to another every day of 
the year. They range from bison to butterflies, from 
okapi to elephants, from lizards to leopards. Even 
slithery snakes serve as ambassadors. Next week, for 
St. Patrick’s Day, the National Zoological Park in 
Washington is sending a number of non-poisonous 
American reptiles to the Dublin Zoo in Ireland, tradi. 
tionally free of snakes since St. Patrick banished them 
1,500 years ago. 

While animal diplomacy is in a boom today, it has 
been going on for centuries. Rare animals once were 
on a par with gems and precious metals as a proper 
diplomatic gift. A potentate might be up to his knees 
in rare spices and jeweled swords, but it was a safe bet 
that even a rajah-who-had-everything would look twice 
at a white elephant. 


Lincoln and the King of Siam 


Incidentally, that’s how the phrase “white elephant” 
came to mean what it does today. In the Malay Penin- 
sula, a white elephant was sacred and could not be 
put to work or discreetly lost. But he still had an ele- 
phant-sized appetite, and the most diplomatic way to 
bankrupt an enemy was to send him a white elephant 
and let the pachyderm eat him out of house and home. 

That may be why President Lincoln once turned 
down a gift elephant. It was during the Civil War, 
when the King of Siam offered to donate some ele- 
phants to the Union Army. Lincoln replied that ele 

» phants were nice, but unfortunately the places where 
they would be most useful weren’t in Union hands. 

President Eisenhower greeted a gift elephant with 
more enthusiasm. This elephant, a mere baby of 440

pounds named Dzimbo, was a present from the French 
Community of African Republics. For days before the 
elephant arrived, Ike kept phoning the State Depart- 
ment to ask, “Where’s my elephant?” Dzimbo finally 
came, got the full VIP greeting at the White House, 
and then went to the Washington Zoo, where most 
animal gifts to the President wind up. There he joined 
a pair of elephants from India, the 1950 gift of Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru to U.S. children. 

Zoo-to-z00 is the most common channel for animal 
diplomacy. The Moscow News reports that the Mos- 
cow Zoo has worked out trades with zoos in San Frar 
cisco and Bay City, Mich., along with zoos in France, 
Bélgium, the Netherlands, and Canada. And when jet 
service was inaugurated last summer from Moscow to 
London, the first passengers included two Baikal seals, 
the only species of sea animal that can stay alive in 
fresh water. 

Some animal diplomacy is on the people-to-people 
level. New York butterfly collectors Aminadov and 
Elliott Glanz recently got a case of butterflies from 
Moscow, the Crimea, and the Near East. The donor © 
was Sergei Khrushchev, 24, son of the Premier, who 
had visited the. Glanzes during his father’s U.S. tour. 

Just about anything that squawks or squeaks at one 
time or another has been an animal ambassador. 
Queen Elizabeth, for instance, once received a trum- 
peter swan. President Eisenhower got two gazelles re- 
cently from Tunisia’s President Habib Bourguiba. 

The transportation of siich unusual gifts sometimes 
sours diplomacy. The Tunisian President, for example, 
is said to be somewhat miffed because the gazelles got 
held up by U.S. quarantine. 


Chimp at the Waldorf 


A male baby hippopotamus donated to the Wash- 
ington Zoo by President William E. Tubman of Liberia 
was delivered with a sigh of relief by the hippo keeper, 
Charles Thomas. Thomas wrote zoo director Dr. Theo- 
dore Reed that he was glad to get the hippo aboard 
ship. “The natives want to eat him,” he explained. 

One of the touchiest incidents of animal diplomacy 
came up during the 1957 visit to the U.S. of the King 
of Morocco. The king, a monkey fancier, asked the 
State Department to help him buy two chimps. State 
Department officials sidestepped the request. As one 
official explained privately: — 

“If the King gets bitten or has his palace wrecked 
by an American-born chimp, there might be an inter- 
national incident.” 

The King bought two chimps anyhow, from a pri 
vate dealer in New York. They stayed with him at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, then returned with him to his palace 
in Rabat. No bites reported yet. 

The classic story of animal diplomacy, as you might 
expect, stars Britain’s Sir Winston Churchill. Legend 
says that Britain will hold Gibraltar as long as the 
Rock’s famed Barbary apes stay. During World War 
II, the apes were dying off, and Adolf Hitler told his 
spies in Spain to report on the apes and prepare for a 
great psychological victory. 

But Churchill outwitted Hitler. He had more apes 
flown in from North Africa, and the Rock held. 2

HOLLYWOOD. 
OWADAYS any actress with outstanding physical 
dimensions can stay out in front for one; two, 
even three motion pictures. But to stay on top for a 
considerable period of time in the predatory, amoral 
jungle of Hollywood, an actress needs more than 
provocative measurements. She needs cleverness, de- 
termination, tact, personality, astuteness, and an iron- 
willed dedication to career. 

Loretta Young, who turned 47 on January 6 last, has 
been a combination motion picture-television celebrity 
for 33 years, which isa long time in any man’s league. 

No other actress, currently playing ingenue roles on 
screen or TV, has lasted as long. 

Irene Dunne, Barbara Stanwyck, Janet Gaynor, 
Myrna Loy—her contemporaries who also started out 
in the silent movies of the 1920s—all of these have had 
their beauty and careers conquered by time. Facial 
lines, neck creases, and predominantly teen-aged movie 
audiences have joined forces to relegate these women 
to inactivity or occasional character parts. 

Only Loretta remains the leading lady, a screen 
symbol of eternal youth, unconquered by time, the ir- 
resistible screen heroine, forever beautiful and gra- 
cious, the winner at one time or another of every 
popularity and talent award the motion picture and 
television industries have bestowed. 

For seven years this ethereally lovely creature has 
been wafted onto Sunday night TV screens via The 
Loretta Young Show. Year after year she has been 
voted “Television’s Favorite Dramatic Actress.” And 
even though she hasn’t made a motion picture since 
1953, the readers of a fan magazine recently voted her 
the 14th most popular motion picture star of the 
world. They see her old movies on TV. 

How does Loretta do it? And what sort of woman 
is she really?

Young, Gretchen (later Loretta) 


faces the camera at 6 months. 


Hollywood’s durable glamor girl, a glorious

To the public she is soft, sweet, charming, gracious, 
open, proper, charitable, warm, and friendly—the type 
of hostess-star she plays on her TV program. 

To Hollywood, however, she is somewhat of a mys- 
tery, a wealthy, religious, glamorous grandmother, 
most of whose life centers around her career. In many 
quarters here she is considered withdrawn, reserved, 
calculating, brittle, tenacious, but, above all, domi- 
neering, well-organized, and knowledgeable—the pro- 
totype of the 20th century career woman. 

For the past 19 years Loretta Young’s publicity has 
been handled by Helen Ferguson, an ex-actress, per- 
ceptive and efficient. Miss Ferguson is recognized, 
through no fault of her own, as one of the foremost 
“suppress agents” in the business. She tries to keep 
reporters from unnecessarily disturbing Loretta Young. 
To assuage their hurt feelings, Helen usually says, 
“Don’t worry. I'll write your story for you. I know all 
there is to know about Loretta Young.” 

When reporters insist upon seeing. the star to 
write their own stories, Helen usually discourages 
them with, “She’s so busy. I mean her schedule is so 
crowded that I don’t see how I can squeeze you in for 
the next two months, maybe three.” By this time most 
writers are ready to give up. 

Recently 1 complained to Loretta that her protec- 
tionist policy was unfair in that it prevented reporters 
from.doing an honest job. 


Protection Money 


The actress was most cordial. “I’m sorry,” she ex- 
plained, “but that’s the way it has to be. I pay Helen 
to protect me, and she does a very good job. In the 
process she becomes the heavy. But that’s how it has 
to be. I just don’t have enough time. The trouble with 
me is that I love to talk to reporters, and when I start 
I don’t know when to finish.” 

In the past two years, according to her press agent, 
Loretta Young has talked to four, maybe five reporters, 
which makes her the most rarely interviewed active

big-time star in Hollywood. She wants it that way. 

The question is why? 

Certainly her crowded schedule permits her scant 
time for interviews. As owner and star of The Loretta 
Young Show, she rehearses on Monday and Tuesday, 
films the program on Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday. Saturday and Sunday are spent on wardrobe 
fittings, script conferences, production problems, dia- 
logue sessions. : 

In addition, Loretta has extensive real estate hold- 
ings to look after (she is a millionaire many times 
over), and a married daughter Judy and grandchild 
Maria whom she must visit in Beverly Hills. She has 
a 10-room apartment with four in help to supervise. 
One of her two sons, Peter, 14, attends Loyola High 
School in Los Angeles, and she must look after him. 


Domestic Relations 


A fragile woman (5 feet 54%2—109 lbs.), her 
health is not too good. She was seriously ill with peri- 
tonitis four years ago, and is readily susceptible to 
attacks of flu. She must conserve her strength. 

Others suggest, however, that Loretta is not particu- 
larly eager for publicity, because she owns an unhappy 
past into which she wants no delving. An actor who’s 
worked with her for years says, “She has built up a 
very comfortable image in the public mind. A sweet, 
refined woman, successful in her marriage, successful 
in her career, successful in all avenues of life.. Why 
have the illusion punctured by inquiring reporters?” 

“I think she fears more than anything else,” another 
associate says, “that reporters will write about her un- 
happy relationship with her husband.” 

Twenty years ago Loretta Young was married to 
Tom Lewis, a brilliant, handsome, personable advertis- 
ing executive. It was her second marriage, and sup- 
posedly one of the most successful love matings in the 
film colony. Lewis was then producer of the hit radio 
program, Screen Guild Playhouse. 

They were married on July 31, 1940, at St. Paul’s 
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Church in Westwood. Loretta was given away by her 
brother Jack, a lawyer from Pasadena, who stays far 
removed from the movie world. Lewis’ best man was 
his brother, Dr. Charles Lewis, of Troy, N.Y. Loretta 
was 27 at the time of their marriage, Lewis 38. 

Four years later, while Lewis was a major com- 
manding the Armed Forces Radio Service, Loretta 
gave birth to a son, Christopher. Eleven months later, 
on July 15, 1945, she had a second son, Peter. In addi- 
tion she had 10 years earlier adopted a daughter 
Judy, born November 6, 1935. 

Exactly when and why Loretta’s marriage began to 
founder, only two people know; and neither is talking. 
The rupture has been attributed to the clash of two 
strong wills. 

The fiction that Loretta Young is still happily mar- 
ried is somehow maintained by her staff, although she 
and her husband on April 30, 1956, signed two agree- 
ments. One eliminated Lewis from further participa- 
tion in the Lewislor Company, a TV corporation they 
had previously put together, and the other divided 
their community property. In 1957 Lewis left for New 
York to work for.an advertising agency, and until 
recently had custody of both sons. 

Not more than a few months ago, however, when 
her elegant apartment was visited by magazine editors, 
Loretta was saying, “I’m sorry my husband isn’t home 
to meet you. He’s in New York at the moment.” The 
implication, according to one of the editors, “was that 
good old Tom might pop in at any second.” 

But when I discussed her marriage, Loretta ac- 


knowledged the fact of a separation. “Tom may not 
know it,” she said, “but I am exactly the right wife for 
him, and he is exactly the right husband for me.” 


From Ceast to Coast 


Actually the marriage in all probability is “finished,” 
unless Loretta gives up her TV program and joins her 
husband in the New York apartment he now shares 
with their son, Christopher, 15. 

“To ask Loretta to give up her show and all that goes | 
with it and to just remain a wife and mother is com- 
pletely unrealistic,” says one of her old friends. 

“Besides, she and Tom are practicing Catholics. 
They will never get a divorce or any legal separation. 
They'll just muddle through.” 

“Muddling through,” however, is not one of Miss 
Young’s policies. She meets life as if it were her own 
invention, and, according to one of her employes, 
“rules by proclamation. She proclaims her opinions 
as if they were incontrovertible fact.” 

Loretta’s first husband, the late actor Grant Withers, 
once described her as “a steel butterfly.” “If she’d only 
been born a man,” he. said, “she might've developed 
into our greatest general since Robert E. Lee.” 

Another member of the acting fraternity depicts 
her as a “chocolate-covered black-widow spider.” 

This is a harsh description, founded in part on 
Loretta’s attitude of omniscience. She is so incredibly 
knowledgeable and has been around Hollywood so 
long that, according to one director, “she feels she is 
instantaneously correct in appraising most situations 
and competent to dispense wisdom in whatever quan- 
tities necessary.” One of her saving graces is her 
belated self-admission of error. © 

Several years ago, for example, she was making a 
TV film with husband Tom Lewis as producer. The 
episode was entitled Aladdin's Lamp and it called

for the use of a magic lamp. Lewis, who 
has had more formal education than 
his wife — Loretta attended parochial 
school until she was 14, had a studio 
teacher for a few years, then eloped 
at age 17 — suggested that a typical 
Aladdin’s lamp of metal-with-spout be 
photographed in the key scene. Loretta 
felt an old nondescript lamp should be 
used instead. 

When Lewis insisted, Loretta sti- 
lettoed him with a glance and icily de- 
clared, “I am the star of this show, and 
we are not going to use that lamp.” I 
was on the set that day and watched as 
Lewis fought masterfully to control his 
temper. 

When it came time to shoot the 
scene, however, Loretta agreed that her 
husband was right and used the Alad- 
din’s lamp. 

When the actress was first signed to 
a film contract by First National Pic- 
tures in 1927, her screen idol was 
Corinne Griffith. She modeled herself 
after Miss Griffith in every way, 
walked, dressed, and talked like her. 

Al Rockett, then manager of the stu- 
dio, called her into his office one day. 
“Go home,” he said, “and wash that 
CorinneGriffith make-up off your face.” 
Then he added kindly, “It’s much bet- 
ter to make yourself into a first-rate 
Loretta Young than to make yourself 
into a second-rate Corinne Griffith.” 

Loretta was incensed. In tears, she 
raced home. Two hours later, after 
some honest soul-searching, she re- 
turned to Rockett’s office. “You're 
right,” she said. 

Loretta was then 15. As now, she 


€ 


was filled with ambition, drive, stam- 
ina, courage, brightness, and an alert 
eye for the big chance. 

Psychologists suggest that people 
who drive relentlessly ahead are indulg- 
ing in compensatory behavior. Such 
people, they say, are compensating for 
too little or too much money in their 
backgrounds. 

In the case of Loretta Young, poverty 
was probably the spur. Dr. William 
Stevenson delivered her at 3:30 p.m. 
on January 6, 1913, at 288 Jay Street, 
Salt Lake City, Utah. She was christ- 
ened Gretchen. 

Her father, John Earl Young, was an 
itinerant railroad auditor who had mar- 
ried a teen-aged beauty from Tennes- 
see, Gladys Royal. Gretchen was the 
third of their four children. Before her 
came two sisters, Polly Ann and Sally; 
after her, one son, Jack. 


Point of No Return 


When Gretchen (Loretta Young is 


still called Gretchen by members of her 
family) was 34%, her father aban- 
doned the family. In 1917 he walked 
out of the house and never came back. 
He made his way to Alhambra, a suburb 
of Los Angeles, took the name of John 
V. Earle, married another woman. 

In 1948 he died in a Los Angeles 
hospital charity ward. For years Loretta 
contributed to his support through her 
parish priest without ever seeing him. 

Because she had relatives in Los 
Angeles, Loretta’s mother took her 
brood of four and journeyed to Holly- 
wood in 1918, set up a boarding house. 
Eventually Mrs. Young got a divorce

a fourth daughter, Georgianna, who is 
now Mrs. Ricardo Montalban. 

Thanks to Ernest Traxler, an uncle who 
was a Hollywood business manager, the 
Young girls slipped easily into the motion 
picture business. Traxler took 5-year-old 
Gretchen to Paramount Studios, got one 
of his clients, director George Melford, to 
hire her for two days at $25 a day. Soon 
all the little Youngs were in pictures. 

One afternoon when she was 13, Gret- 
chen answered a telephone call for older 
sister Polly Ann. It was from Mervyn Le- 
Roy, a gag writer for Colleen Moore. Le- 
Roy wanted Polly Ann to report to First 
National Studios for a part. Gretchen ex- 
plained that Polly Ann wasn’t in, but 
wouldn’t she do? She hurried to the stu- 
dio, was tested, and later signed. 

Her first role was in Naughty But Nice, 
starring Colleen Moore. It was Miss Moore 
who changed Gretchen’s name to Loretta. 

In 1928 Loretta Young, just turned 15, 
received a noteworthy break. She was 
given a top role in the Lon Chaney starrer, 
Laugh, Clown, Laugh. She was a beauti- 
ful child, magnificently photogenic, espe- 
cially from the left side, with large, lovely 
blue-gray eyes, high cheek bones, and a 
slender, appealing figure, physical charac- 
teristics she still retains. 


it’s the Woman Who Pays 


At 17 she fell in love with Grant With- 
ers, a tall, two-fisted drinking actor also 
under contract to First National. Withers, 
who had previously been married, talked 
Loretta into an elopement. The couple 
flew to Yuma, Arizona, and were wed. No 
mention of this marriage is made in any 
official Loretta Young biography. Old- 
timers say they think the marriage was 
annulled. It wasn’t. The couple lived to- 
gether for eight months. At the divorce 
hearing in 1931 Loretta testified that she 


paid most of the bills. A divorce was 
granted in Los Angeles, and the actress 
sought to sublimate her sorrow in work. 

In 1931, she made 10 films, bought 
a large house in Brentwood, started to play 
the field. Hollywood recalls that “her early 
love-life was sad to the point of tragedy.” 
An Easterner with whom she fell deeply 
in love died. Other romances with Lydell 
Peck, ex-husband of Janet Gaynor, and 


director Eddie Sutherland faded into noth- 


ingness. 

One of Hollywood’s most famed actors 
who loved her tempestuously during this 
period, couldn’t marry her because he was 
already married, and his religion pre- 
cluded divorce. 

A few years ago this gentleman and I 
were in France on location. One night we 
began to reminisce. I brought up the name, 
Loretta Young. Now in his 50s, my friend 
shook his white-maned head from side to 
side, and said with the pleasure-pain of 
nostalgia: 

“What a great girl she really was! She 
came into my life at a time when I was 
boozing it up pretty good. One of my kids 
had come down with polio, and for a while 
it looked as if I might be washed up in 
Hollywood. I was more or less separated 
from my wife. Things looked lousy. And 
well, Loretta came along just then, and 
maybe it sounds corny to say this, but she 
brought a little sunshine into my life, a 
little hope and love. She was strong but 
intensely feminine, She had a rare under- 
standing heart. She’s the kind of girl who 
needs a strong guy; a very strong guy sort 
of like me or Burt Lancaster. Being a top- 
notch film star makes a woman, any 
woman, dictatorial. The thing that’s kept 
Loretta in line, I think, has been her re- 
ligion. It’s softened her.” 

After finishing Call of the Wild in 
1935, Loretta adopted a baby girl, Judith, 
who later was also legally adopted by Tom 
Lewis. Two years ago Judy Lewis, 22, mar- 


ried a young TV executive, Joe Tinney, Jr. 
Last November, Judy gave birth to a girl, 
Maria. 

According to Judy, “my mother is one 
of the most wonderful women in the 
world. She’s versatile. She has warmth, 
charm, beauty. She’s a top-flight executive, 
and as an actress, she’s a real pro. Ever 
since I was a little girl I wanted to grow 
up to be exactly like Mother. Now she’s a 
grandmother, and just wonderful about 
that, too.” 

Today, Loretta supervises every phase 
of her TV program with an eagle eye. She’s 
been offered top money to appear as a 
guest star on other TV shows, but has al- 
ways refused. “There’s no point to it,” she 
says honestly. “I can’t sing, and I can’t 
dance. What I do is act, and to do that on 
TV usually takes a half hour. This is why 
I have a show of my own. I intend to keep 
acting on it as long as people want me.” 


A Roosterless Roost 


In the course of researching this article, 
I asked 12 Hollywood actors who knew 
Loretta if, single, they would want to 
marry her. Virtually all conceded that she 
was beautiful, charming, rich, knowledge- 
able, desirable, religious, charitable, at- 
tractive, and companionable — but each 
said he would edge away from a wedding. 

Why? Because in any marriage, these 
men aver, Loretta Young by her compul- 
sive executive career-woman nature would 
have to rule the roost. Which perhaps is 
why, as one of the world’s most fascinating 
women, she finds today that her marital 
roost is roosterless. 

In all fairness, however, I must point 
out that actors are generally capable of lov- 
ing only themselves. Mostly they are weak 
men who are afraid of strong women, be- 
cause such women make them feel weaker. 

In any city other than Hollywood, Lor- 
etta Young would have more suitors than 
she could shake a stick at. .

A NEWS REPORT ON

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

When a Soviet missile plunged into the Pacific re- 
cently within 800 miles of Pearl Harbor, the splash 
was heard around the world. It caused military.men 
here to break into a sweat as if from the ocean spray. 

From its launching site near the Aral Sea, the Rus- 
sian rocket hurtled 7,767 miles in 36.5 minutes. It 
soared to a 765-mile altitude, streaked back into the 
atmosphere at 16,156 miles an hour, and plopped into 
the ocean only 1.2 miles from the bull’s-eye. The war- 
head was huge enough to hold an 8-megaton bomb 
Cequivalent to 8 million tons of TNT). These fright- 
ening figures add up to one answer: our cities are now 
only minutes away from possible total destruction. 

Yet the biggest shock for the experts was the way 
the Russian warhead ejected an instrument package 
before plunging into the ocean. This capsule, once it 
was thrown free of the warhead, apparently used retre 
rockets to slow its speed. Then a parachute blossomed, 
and it floated gently down upon a Pacific swell. A 
Soviet ship was waiting nearby to fish it out. The feat 
required split-second timing that left our experts with 
their mouths agape. 

One Air Force general suggested to PARADE that it

demonstrates Russia’s ability to fire a double-barreled 
missile. 

“Two hydrogen bombs could be loaded into a single 
warhead,” he speculated. “The first bomb might be 


ejected, say, over Detroit while the warhead sped on 


to Chicago.” Not two birds with one stone, but two 
cities with one “bird.” 

What is known of this monster missile, which has 
now become the No. 1 threat to America’s security? 

As yet our trackers and observers have been unable 
to fit together enough jigsaw pieces to form a full pro- 
file of the new missile. But from intelligence sources 
PARADE can provide its readers with at least a silhou- 
ette. (See photo and comparative details, right.) 

What we have may be only a nuclear pop compared 
to the Russian bang. Yet the Atlas can strike as far 
and accurately as the Soviet rocket. 


Out to Sea 


The new Russian ICBM first showed up on U.S. 
radarscopes last summer when two were fired from 
the northeastern shore of the Caspian Sea into the 
Pacific half way between the Kamchatka Peninsula 
and Hawaii. Two Red ships were waiting in the target 
area to register the impact. 

These shots were never announced by Moscow or 


Washington. But Premier Khrushchev mischievously 
brought them up during.his private talk in the Kremlin 
with Vice President Nixon. With a straight face, 
Khrushchev said the missiles had taken on too much 
fuel and had overshot into the Pacific. He added with 
a wry smile: “I suppose you tracked them, since we 
track all your missiles.” 

Of course, missiles don’t overshoot because someone 
accidentally pours in too much fuel. It is even less 
likely the two observation ships would make a naviga- 
tional error that would put them conveniently at the 
right spot. 

The next series of Pacific tests, proclaimed in ad- 
vance by the Kremlin, began in January. Unknown to 
the public, however, the fanfare that greeted the first 
successful test was hastily shut off after the second 
launching. The.second missile blew up; it was the 
Russians first ICBM failure in 10 months. The world 
was told later that the third shot was really the second 
in the series. 

How could Russia, just emerging from a wheel- 
barrow technology, manage to build a missile superior 
to our own? One answer is that the Soviets plunged 
into missile development before the echoes of World 
War II had died away. While we were leisurely 
patching together our first copy of the German YV-2 
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rocket, the Russians had already produced 1,000 V-2s pox z as 
in the underground rocket plant they seized in East SOVI ET ROCKET 3 i= 
Germany. . pcan

version, now known as the T-1. This was followed by 
the intermediate-range T-2, with a span of 1,200 
miles. The big bruisers followed: First the T-3A, then 
its ballistic brother, the T-3B. Both were three-stage 
missiles and packed 1,200-pound warheads that could 
carry 2'4-megaton bombs. 


Onward and Upward 


The latest ICBM, which has been splashing in the 
Pacific, is a modification of the T-3B. But the geneal- 
ogy of all Soviet missiles can be traced to the V-2. 

Perhaps another reason the Russians got ahead of 
us is that we concentrated on shrinking the H-bomb. 
We built a smaller H-bomb while they worked on a 
bigger missile. 

While the Atlas packs a nuclear wallop that can 
destroy any military target, the super-sized missiles 
have given Russia a headstart in the race to pioneer 
outer space. 

But just as the British a few centuries ago pulled 
ahead of the Spaniards in pioneering the New World, 
the Americans are now rushing to catch up in space.

POVUNGNITUK, CANADA. 

HEN PARADE'S Richard Harrington recently 
WA Visited this isolated village about 1,500 airline 
miles due north of Chicago and less than 300 miles 
from the Arctic Circle, he found that the Arctic had a 
surprise for him: Eskimo beatniks. 

Although they're a far cry from the bearded beats 
of the Greenwich Village pads, they share a common 
cause—they give their all for Art. 

These frostbite beatniks spend most of their time 
carving sculptures (see photos) from steatite, the soap- 
stone outcropping of the region. They belong to the 
20-member Sculptors’ Society of Povungnituk. The 
Society's president is Charlie Sheeguapik (right). The 
men swap their work for credit at the Hudson’s Bay 
Company store here. 

With the cooperation of the Canadian government, 
Eskimo sculpture has been put on sale in Canada and 
the U.S. At one exhibition in New York City, $10,000 
worth was sold in four days. Proceeds are used to fi- 
nance assistance programs for the Eskimos. 

The-primitive sculptors use the simplest of tools — 
an axe head without a handle, an ice chisel, a couple 
of iron files. Describing their work, Harrington says: 
“With great skill and patience, they whack away at 
the outcroppings, breaking their tools, which were 
never meant for such work. Certainly no white man 
would consider working with such simple tools, or 
under such difficult circumstances.”

mM GRANDMOTHER used to make these cookies for me 
when I was a child, and she told me her mother baked 
them for her, too, when she was growing up on the coast of 
Maine. In those days flour was measured by the tea cup, meas- 
uring spoons were unknown, and ovens on coal stoves were 
temperamental. But somehow the cookies always emerged 
plump and golden, and the kitchen was filled with fragrance 
as they cooked. Grandmother used to fill up the cookie crock 
with them. How good they tasted with cold milk on a warm 
afternoon. Now the recipe has been precision-tested for suc- 
cess, and baking is easier. Walnuts, costly in the old days, are 
a 1960 addition to these favorite family cookies. 


SOUR CREAM COOKIES 


14 cup shortening 


1 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
1 egg, beaten 


Y4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon baking soda 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
YZ cup seedless raisins YZ teaspoon nutmeg 
2 cups sifted cake flour Y cup dairy sour cream 
Y4 cup broken walnut meats 


Cream shortening and sugar. Add egg with raisins. Mix and sift 
flour, salt, baking soda, baking powder, and nutmeg. Add alter- 
nately with sour cream to raisin mixture.

Reason: to supply her newborn baby with the added 

oxygen that can mean the difference between life and 

death. The technique was started here at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Clinics. 

While statistics aren’t available, doctors know that 
many birth fatalities are caused by oxygen deprivation. 
Before birth, babies can be air-starved. The mother’s 
own oxygen supply, carried to the infant in the umbili- 
cal cord lifeline, is shortened during the ordeal of 
birth. How to increase that vital supply? 

Dr. James H. McClure, obstetrician on the Univer- 
sity of Illinois’ medical faculty, decided to try a flier’s 
mask in the delivery room. The rubber device that 
delivers oxygen from an ordinary tank is the same one 
used by bomber crews in World War II. 

It is ideally suited to a mother-to-be because it fits 
snugly over the face even when she grimaces or 
changes expression sharply. 

Thus far, the mask has been used on about 100 
women. Reports Dr. McClure: if it is secured 20 or 
so minutes before delivery (a tough time to pinpoint), 
oxygen to the baby increases about 40 per cent. Sev- 
eral hundred more cases will have to be recorded be- 
fore the treatment can be recommended widely. 

Thus far, however, it seems that mask-delivered oxy- 
gen helps the struggling newborn baby, to whom birth 
itself is like climbing into cold, thin mountain air.
